General  Rules  to  know  under  what  Planet  every  Herb  or 
Plant  is  governed  by  the  only  ufeof  an  Herbal ,  w>zf/? 
the  true  rcafim  thereof-,  according  unto  the  Author's 
experience  and  prattice  for  many  years  •>  as  fHoweth. 

THe  firft  thing  confiderable,  is  to  take  notice  of  the  Ele¬ 
mental  <^ialities  of  each  Planet*,  whether  hot  and 
dry,  hot  and  tnoift,  cold  and  dry,  or  cold  and  moift,  and  of 
what  degrees ;  as  firffc,  fecond,  third  or  fourth.  Secondly* 
we  mu  ft  by  an  Herbal  find  the  nature  or  Elemental  quality  of 
the  plants  ■,  if  you  find  that  both  the  Planet  and  plant  do  ac¬ 
cord  in  Elemental  qualities,  then  we  may  conclude,  that  fuch 
an  herb  or  plant  is  under  fuch  a  Planet:  for  any  reafdnable 
Philofopher  well  knoweth,  that  every  Element  dot, h  naturally 
fympathize  with  its  own  like,  even  as  the  aftions  of  men  doth  - 
naturally  fympathize  with  their  complexion  and  condition  o‘t; 
that  Planet  which  hath  predominancy  over  them,  as  I  have 
elfe where  expreffed  ’■  !  *.

I  have  alfo  fet  down  the 
way  how  to  reconcile  any  difference,  which  may 
fometimes  arife  by  way  of  application  of  the 
plant  unto  the  planet  :  tor  I  muft  confdfe  by 
reafon  of  the  difference  amongff  Herbalifts  con¬ 
cerning  the  qualities  and  vertues  of  fome  particular 
Wf  plants  there  may  happily  be  fome  rational  conteff 
f  therein.

ffie  Way  to  gather  fuch  Herbs  and  Plants  which 
are  of  known  Elemental  qualities  and  tir-  1 
tues  out  of  contcji  is  as  followeth . 

Eforewe  proceed  herein  it  will  be  necefiary  for  the  Rea¬ 
lder  to  tinderftand  the  planetary  hours,  which  are  in 
ferted  at  the  beginning  of  the  fecond  Book  together  with 
the  Almanack  perpetual  adjoyning  for  both  the  planet,  which 
is  Lord  of  the  hour,  and  the  plant  which  is  to  be  gathered 
muft  both  agree  in  elemental  qualities  efpecially  of  the  fir  ft 
parrot  heat  or  cold.  Za cample.  If  I  were  minded  to  gather 
baum,  rofemary,  mary golds  angelica,  and  fuch 'like  plants 
or  herbs,  whjch  are  under  the  dominion  of  the  Sun;  upon 
Sunday  the  fourteenth  of  March  1699.  Now  from  the  Suns 
rifing  until  he  is  an  hour  in  liighth  which  is  until  feven  a 
clock,  is  the  hour  of  the  Sun,  like  wife  the  Sun  reigneth  again 
the  eighth  hour,  which  is  between  one  and  two  a  clock  after 
upon-  At  which  times  you  may  gather  any  herbs  or  plants 
under  the  dominiou  of  the  Sun.  Now  if  any  one  were 
minded  to  gather  any  herbs  of  the  Sun  upon  Tuefday  the 
lixteenth  day  then  between  feven  and  eight  s  clock  in  the 
mornina  is  the  hour  of  the  Sun.  And  likewife  between  two 
a  d  three  a  clock  afternoon,  as  appearech  in  the  Almanack 
•tnfwerable  unto  the  day  of  the  Month,  alfo  by  the  fame  Rules, 
you  may  gather  any  other  Herbs  or  Plants  at  the  right  planeta¬ 
ry  hours  accordingly,  which  are  out  of  concroverfie.

N  rhefirft  place,  before  we  come  to  fet  forth  the  Method 
of  cure,  it  will  be  neceflary  to  find  what  the  grief  is,  and 
from  whatcaufe;  without  which  its  impoffible  to  do  any  great 
cures.  There  are  two  wayes  by  which  Judgment  may  be  gi. 
ven  herein  :  The  one  Aftrologically  by  a  Figure  of  twelve

for  other  Chronick  and  long  lafting  griefs  there  will  be  more 
time  allotted  to  confider  of  then) :  The  truth  is'  long  conti¬ 
nued  infirmities  ^and  iome  others )  doth  require  more  infpe* 
ft  ion  than  that  only  of  the  Sun  and  fifoon  afflicted  /and  there- 
iotc  a  figure  of  twelve  hou/es  will  be  proper  to  nive  judge- 
ment  tK r i . n  for  many  tunes  tne  a(ccndant|  fixtli  and  twelfth 
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houfes  with  their  Lords  will  be  concerned  therein,  as  fhall  be 
fhevved  in  order.  Alfoit  will  be  neceflary  after  the  grief  is

In  thefirft  place  by  an  Almanack  take  notice,  what  fign 
the  Moon  is  in,  when  the  Sick  firft  takes  their  bed,  and  by 
what  planet  or  planets  fhe  is  afflicted,  whether  of  Saturn  or 
Mars  (  or  Mercury ,  which  is  much  of  the  nature  of  Saturn) 
Then  having  recourfe  unto  the  rules  elfewhere  in  this  Book 
under  the  titles  of  the  Moon  by  Saturn  or  Mars  afflicted ; 
there  you  fhall  find  the  difeafe  and  the  caufe  thereof.  The 
Almanack,  which  youufe  herein  rnufl  befuchaone  which 
fetteth  forth  the  daily  motions  of  the  planets ;  I  fhall  give 
one  or  two  examples  hereof,  as  followeth,  A  Friend  of 
mine  took  his  bed  the  iothday  of  Oftober  1667  at  a  quarter 
paft  one  a  clock  after  noon,  the  Moon  being  of  nine  degrees  in 
Sagitary  and  Mars  in  eight  degrees  thirty  five  minutes  in 
Virgo,  which  argueth  that  Mars  is  in  platick  fquare  to  the 
Moon ,  we  call  that  a  platick  afpeCt,  which  doth  not  perfect¬ 
ly  aCcord  in  degrees  and  minutes,  and  if  Mars  had  been  , 
but  ons  decree  In  Virgo,  yet  we  fliould  account  it  a  pla¬ 
tick  Square,  by  reafon  that  the  Orbs,  Rayes,  or  Influence 
of  the  Moon  unto  any  planet  do  h  begin  to  opperate,  when  fhe 
is  within  ten  degrees  afpeCting  any  planet  (  as  is  fhewed  at 
large  elfewhere  )  Now  to  find  the  Grief  with  its  caufe , 
you  muff  repair  unto  the  place  in  this  book  intituled ,  The 
Moon  in  Sagitary  of  Mars  oppreffed,  as  in  page  57  which  fhew,' 
eth  that  the  Sick  is  tormented  with  a  flreng  fever  and  cbo- 
lerick paffions,  &c.  occafioned  by  furfeiting  or  too  much  re¬ 
pletion  as  there  more  at  large  appeareth  :  the  next  thing  con- 
fiderable  is  to  know  whether  the  Sick  fhall  live  or  die,  and 
the  time  when  either  death  or  recovery  may  be  expected  :

The  ufual  time  whereby  to  ereCt  a  Figure  concerning  any 
Patient,  is  firft  by  the  time  qf  falling  ili,  or  moft  properly, 
when  the  patients  firft  betake  them  to  their  bed,  which  we 
call  the  time  of  decumbiture  :  But  if  that  may1  not  be  had, 
as  fortierimes  ’twill  fall  out,  efpecially  in  Chrpnick  griefs 
'then  you  muft  take  the  time,  when  the  urin  ft  firft  brouglr* 
or  the  rime  of  any  ftrong  fit,  if  any  be.  Or  the  time  when 
you  firft  vifit  the  patient,  provided  alwayes  that  you  fo  va¬ 
ry  your  afeendant,  that  it  together  with  its  Lord  may  ex. 
aftly  perfonate  the  fick,  without  which  no  true  judgment  can 
be  given,  by  reafonthe  Afeendant,  fourth,  fixth,  eighth,  and 
twelfth  Houfes  are  concerned,  now  if  you  fail  in  the  firft, 
there  can  be  no  certainty  in  the  reft,  how  to  -know  what 
bodily  fhape  belongeth  unto  each  Figure,  andplanet  is  fhew- 
svlarsrt?  ita.  tins  ko nit  — , i ^ r  the  better  underftandmg 
hereof  I  (hall  inferc  one  example  as  followeth ,  A,  friend  of 
mine  being  -very  ill  took  his  bed,  Olhber  the  10  1567,  at  a 
quarter  paft  one  a  clock  in  the  afternoon,  according  unco 
which  time  I  didereft  a  figure  as  followeth  ,  having  by  an 
Almanack  found  out  that  page  intituled  The  daily  Motions  of 
the  Planets,  as  i  5  before  expreflfed  for  the  Month  of  Qtlober, 
you  muft  feek  for  the  10  day  of  the  faid  raoneth,  and  move 
forward  in  a  ftrai  c  line,  untill  you  come  dnto  the  fixth  co-  n 
lumn,  and  under  the  Characters  over  head  thus  exprefled  ~ 
there  you  ftiall  find  the  number  27,  which  fheweth  that  ~ 
the  Sun  is  gotten  into  the  fign  Libra  27  deg.  upon  the  tenth 
day  aforeiaid ,  with  this  number  27  you  muft  enter  the 
Table  of  Houfes,  which  you  fhajl  find  at  the  end  of  the  Al¬ 
manack,  and  feek  out  the  page,  where  it  is  written  Sol  in  Li¬ 
bra.  And  in  the  column  under  80  min.  the  figns  going 
down  in  a  ftrtic  line,  there  you  (lull  find  the  number  17, and

Now  had  the  Sick  took  his  bed  at  one  a  clock  at  night,  then 
its  called  the  thirteenth  hour,  for  in  Aftrology,  we  begin  to 
account  both  the  days  and  hours  from  noon  Thenumbers 
beforementioned  being  added  together  make  14.  55V  This 
cumber  you  tnuft  find  out  under  the  Title  of  time  from  noop 
or  the  neareft  unto  it  being  14.  $9,  which  wanteth  but  one 
minute  from  which  fum,  or  place,  you  muft  move  forward  in 
the  fame  time,  and  under  every  column  belonging  unto  each 
houfe,  you  (hall  find  both  the  fign  over  head  and  the  number 
beneath, which  is  the  fign  and  number  you  muft  fet  down  up¬ 
on  the  Cufpof  every  Houfe  in  the  figure  as  followed! :  For 
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*he  cufpe  of  the  tenth  Houfe  Scorpio  16.  For  the  eleventh 
houfe  Sagitary  i:  56.  For  the  twelfth  houfe  Sagitary  17. 14. 
For  the  fir  ft  houfe,  called  the  afcendant  C^Scorn  10.  6. 

For  the  third  houfe 
Aries  20.  4.  Now  thefe  fir  ft  fix  houfes  being  finifhed,  the 
other  fix,  whofe  figns  are  oppofite  are  of  the  fame  numbers : 
Whatfigns  are  oppofite  unto  each  other  I  have  already  de¬ 
clared.  Example,  Overagainft  the  fign  Scorpio  16.  being 
thecufp  of  the  tenth  houfe  is  Taurus  16  the  cufpe  of  the 
fourth  houfe,  and  over  againft  Sagitary  1.  56.  being  the  cufpe 
of  the  eleventh  houfe  is  Gemini  1  56.  the  cufpe  of  the  fifth 
houfe,  and  over  againft  Sagitary  17.  14*  the  cufp  of  the 
-twelfth  houfe  is  Gemini  17. 14,  the  cufpe  ofthefixth  houfe 
and  over  againft  Capricorn  10.  6.  the  cufpe  of  the  afcendant 
'is  Cancer  no  6.  and  over  againft  Aquarius  xy.  26  is  l.eo 
‘27.26.  and  over  againft  Aries  29.  4.  is  Libra  20.  4.  as  ap- 
peareth  by  the  figure. 

The  next  thing  material  is  to  fet  the  planets  in  thofe  figures, 
and  houfes,  which  for  to  do  youmuftby  the  Almanack  find 
out  the  page  beforementioned ,  for  the  month  of  Oftober. 
And  from  the  tenth  day  moving  in  a  right  line,  you  fhall  in 
each  column  find  the  numbers  of  degrees  and  minutes  ac¬ 
cording  as  each  planet  hath  gotten  into  each  fign.*  Example , 
The  firft  number  is  25  deg ,  49  min.  and  Saturn  is  over  the 
head  of  Capricorn,  which  argueth  that  Saturn  is  fo  many  de¬ 
grees  and  minutes  entered  into  Capricorn,  which  degrees  and 
minutes  you  mult  fet  in  the  firft  houfe,  as  by  the  Figure  ap¬ 
peared). 

In  the  next  column  is  o  deg.  47  mhv.  and  Jupiter  is  over 
the  head  of  Taurus ,  which  fheweth  that  Jupiter  is  forty  feven 
minutes  in  Taurus ,  which  number  with  the  character  of  Ju¬ 
piter  muft  be  fet  in  the  third  houfe. 

In  the  next  column  is  8  deg.  3?  min.  and  A/.*rnsover  the 
head  of  Virgo,  which  argueth  that.  Mars  is  gotten  fo  far  into 
Firgo,  and  muft  be  fet  in  the  eighth  houfe.  | 

In  the  next  column  is  27  deg.  and  Sol  is  over  the  head  of 
Libra* 

In  the  next  column  is  18  deg.  38  min.  and  Venus  is  over 
the  head  of  Libra. 

In  the  next  column  is  18  deg.  32  min.  and  Mercury  is  over 
the  head  of  Libra .  ' 

In  the  next  column  is  8  deg.  31  tnin.  and  £.««<*  is  over  the 
head  of  Sagitary ,  which  argueth  that  the  Moon  was  at  neon  fo 
far  entered  the  Sign  Sagitary,  but  in  regard  it  was  above  an 
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hour  after  noon  when  the  Sick  took  his  bed,  there  tnufl  be 
half  a  degree,  which  is  30  minutes  added  unto  the  Moons  mo¬ 
tion,  for  by  reafon  of  her  quick  moving,  (he  getteth  one  de¬ 
gree  in  two  hours,  wherefore  we  muft  fee  the  Moon  in  nine 
degrees  Sagitary,  you  muft  do  the  like  in  all  other  figures  : 
Had  he  took  his  bed  at  midnight  you  muft  have  added  fix 
degrees,  and  then  the  Moon  wouldhave  been  fourteen  degrees 
thirty  one  minutes entred  Sagitary.  Now  having  fet  the  figns 
on  the  cufpesof  every  houfe,  and  the  Planets  in  thofe  figns 
as  by  the  figure  appear.eth  :  I  fhall  in  the  next  place  fhew  how

And  this  being  an  acute  grief,  judgment  muft  be  given  accor¬ 
dingly  yet  notwithftanding  l  (half  by  this  hgure  fet  forth  his 
natural  infirmities  or  griefs,  and  lo  inftrutt  r  c :  learner  how 
to  give  judgement  in  any  other  chromck  griefs  by  the  hgns 
on§the  afeendanr,  fixth  houfe  and  their  Lords  afflicted.  L  or 
Lome  lafting  andobfeure  griefs  cannot  be  difcovered  by  the 
SnandSn  aHWkd.  In  rlre firft  place  you  muft  obferve 
wherherthe  afeendant,  which  is  the  firft  houfe,  or  the  fixth 
houfe  or  their  Lords  be  any  way  afflifted  by,  the  malevo¬ 
lent  planets  Saturn ,  Mars ,  Mercury,  or  the  Sun,  for  fome- 
times  the  Sun  may  and  will  afflift  more,  efpecially  if  the  gr.i  f 
lieth  abopt  the  heart,  or  in  the  arteries,  or  vital  fpints.  In 
the  next  place  it  will  be  neceffary  to  know  whether  the  gne. 
be  natural,  or  whether  it  came  by  Witchcraft  or  Sorcery  : 
Now  if  you  find  the  Lord  of  the  twelfth  houfe  in  theafeea- 
dant,  or  if  the  Lord  of  the  twelfth  being  in  the  fixth,  or  Lord 
of  the  fixth  in  the  twelfth,  or  if  the  Lord  of  the  aftendarabe 
combuft,  that  is,  when  the  Sun  is  not  above  eight  degrees 
thirty  minutes  diftant  from  him,  or  if  one  planet  be  Lord  of 
the  afeendant  and  twelfth  houfe,  and  an  infortune,  t  .en  vou 
may  conclude  that,  the  grief  is  more  than  natural,  more  eipe- 
' dally  where  there  is  any  juft  fufpinon  thereof,  which  may  be 

fomewhat  deferred  by  heeding  well  the  nature  of  tieir.d*-- 

f  o  itemners 
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tempers, as  I  have  fhewed  elfewhere  .*  But  in  this  Figure  I  find 
/  ho  fuch  tning  ;  wherefore  I  did  conclude,  the  grief  was  Ha¬ 
's  lura  ’  occafioned  by  his  own  diforder  of  body  :  as  fhall  be 
fhewed  in  order.  '  - 

Sometimes  I  have  known  the  afcendent,  the  fixth  houfe,  or 
their  Lords  have  been  afflifted  by  the  Lord  of  the  twelfth 
houfe  aodyettheficknefs  was  not  from  Witchcraft,  notwith- 
nanding,  thofe  fufpefted  evils ;  for  if  Jupiter  and  Venur,  or 
the  Sun,  do  cart  their  friendly  afpefts  unto  the  a  (flirted  PJanet 
orCufp  of  the  Houfe  aforefaid,  that  then  the  grief  camebv 
fome  diforder  of  body  .•  Alfo,Bif  that  Lord  of  theafcen? 
dantbe  in  the  twelfth, or  in  the  fixth,  the  grief  is  natural :  For 
from  the  twelfth  houfe,  we  give  judgment  of  felf-undoing  fo 
well  as  otherwife  j  but  any  rational  experienced  praftitioner 
may  eafily  diftmguifh,  the  natural  difeafes,  from  the  unnatu¬ 
ral  by  heeding  well  the  manner  of  their  diftempers,  as  afore- 
laid.*  And  generally!  find  that  thofe  who  are  taken  in  this 
fnare  of  Witchcraft, that  at  the  time  of  any  flrong  fit,  or  when 
they  are  more  than  ufually  tormented,  that  then  the  afcen- 

dant  together  with  its  Lord  doth  exactly  perfonate  the  fick  • 
and  arthat  very  time;  the  Lord  of  the  twelfth  houfe  doth  one

and  Jupiter  in  the  a  cendant  made  the  fever  die  more  vfolent 
The  caufeof  this  ficknefs  was  from  inordinate  exercife,  for¬ 
feiting,  or  too  much  repletion  ,  as  you  .may  find  more  at

large  at  the  place  aforefatd. 
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The  way  of  recovery  was  by  application  antipathetical  unto 
Mars  the  afflicting  planet  by  reafon  that  Venn*  was  more 
ftrong  in  ellential  dignities,  as  being  in  her  houfe.  Now  in 
regard  that  Mars  is  by  nature  hot  and  dry,  I  made  choice 
of  fuch  herbs  and  other  remedies,  which  were  cold  and 
moift  j  wherefore  I  advifed  that  fuch  decoCtions,  fyrrups, 
or  cordials,  which  were  adrainiflred  fhould  be  cooling  and 
cleanfing,  alfo  glifters  the  like,  ever  remembring  as  in  this, 
fo  in  all  other  cures,  to  fortifie  the  heart  and  vital  fpirits 
with  herbs  under  the  dominion  of  the  Sun  :  Would  the 
Patient  have  been  perfwadedto  let  blood,  the  fever  would 
without  queftioffi  have  left  him  ,  upon  the  fecond  critical 
time,  the  Moon  meeting  then  with  the  friendly  afpeCt  of  Ve¬ 
nus  a  fortune  and  ftrong.  -  S9 

Note;,  That  as  we  give  judgement  by  the  Sun  and  Moon  af¬ 
flicted,  ini acute  a°d  chronick  griefs,  fo  by  the  fame  rules  you 
may  give  judgement  by  the  Lord  of  the  afeendant  or  fixth 
houfe  afflicted. 

Example,  In  the  laft  figure.  Mercury  being  Lord  of  the 
fixth  houfe,  and  in  the  fign  Libra,  is  in  platick  fquare  toSa- 
turn,  and  conjunction  of  the  Sun,  who  is  much  of  the  nature 
of  Mars,  only  the  Sun  ftriketh  more  upon  the  vital  fpirits : 
Now  according  unto  the  rule  in  giving  judgement  by  the 
Moon  afflicted  in  the  fign  Libra ,  it  fheweth  a  feverifii  di- 
flemper  and  blood  overheated,  occafioned  from  furfeiting. 

The  next  thing  confiderable  is  to  know,  what  infirmities 
naturally  he  was  fubjeCt  unto  from  the  birth.  In;  this 
queflion  judgement  muft  be  given  from  the  afeendanr,  fixth  < 
houfe,  and  their  Lords  afflicted  j  firft  tire  afeendant  is  no  way 
afflicted,  iavconely  by  the  prefence  pf  Saturn,  who  is  Lord 
thereof:  Now  in  this  queflion  Saturn  is  not  accounted  an 
enemy,  notwithflandinghe  is  naturally  evil,  as  being  in  his 
own  houfe,  and  Lord  of  the  fiejt  mans  perfon ,  for  accor¬ 
ding  unto  the  old  faying,  the  devijwill  not  hurt  his  own.  Al¬ 
fo  the  fixth  houfe  is  no  way  afflicted,  wherefore  we  have 
onely  Mercury  Lord  of  the  fixth  confiderable  herein  ,  and  he 
I  find  is  in  Libra  in  platick  conjunction  of  Venus  Lady  of 
the  fourth.  Now  any  planet  although  he  be  naturally  a  for¬

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T  Hat  which  I  have  found  by  daily  practice  and  experience, 

is  carefully  fo  to  ereft  your  figure  f  either  for  the  time  of 

decumbiture,  or  the  time  of  any  ftrong  fit,  or  when  the  Pa¬ 
tient  was  more  than  ordinarily  fick  or  afflicted,  or  for  the 
time  when  the  urine  is  brought,  or  when  you  go  to  vifitthe 
patient)  that  the  Afcendant  together  with  its  Lord  may  ex- 
afily  perfoliate  the  Sick ,  for  if  neither  the  afcendant  nor 
the  Lord  thereof  doth  agree  in  fhape  ,  complexion ,  and 
hair  with  the  body  of  the  Sick,  you  cannot  fately -give  judge¬ 
ment  by  a  figure  of  twelve  houfes,  efpeciaily  sn  many  infir¬ 
mities,  as  I  have  often  experienced;  for  the  firft,  fourth, 
fixth,  eighth,  and  twelfth  lioufes  will  be  efpeeially  concern¬ 
ed  therein  ;  wherefore  if  you  fail  in  the  fi  t  if  foundation, 
the  whole  building  muft  needs  be  obftruaed  and  out  of

HAvingby  the  Rales  elfewhcre  exprefled  in  this  Book 
collected  the  herbs  together  fuitable  to  the  cure  accor¬ 
ding  unto  their  virtues  and  numbers,  alwaies  remembring  in 
all  cures  to  fortifie  the  heart  with  herbs  proper,  you  muft 
take  the  herbs  and  chop  them  (mail :  But  unto  all  diet  drinks  I 
ufually  add  as  followeth,  to  make  it  the  more  ftrong  and  ufe. 
ful,  vis^.  raifons,  currants, (fometimes  figsj  liquorifh,  andani- 
ieed,  and  if  the  Patient  be  much  troubled  with  wind,  then 
you  may  alio  put  into  it  fweet  fennil-feed,coliander-feed  and 
iuch  like,  which  are  good  to  expel  wind.  Thefe  additions 
inufl  be  bruifed  well  in  a  mortar,  and  fo  boiled  with  the  herbs, 
when  its  boiling  you  muft  keep  them  clofe  covered,  where¬ 
by  to  keep  in  the  fpirit,  you  may  boil  thefe  herbs,  with 
the  addition  in  bear  or  ale.

All  kinds  of  Pils  are  made  onely  by  beating  the  fubftantial 
matter  into  a  powder;  andfowithfyrup(or  little  gum  Tt aga- 
tanth  diffolved  in  diftilled  water)  made  up  into  Pils.  They 
are  ufually  taken  at  night.  Ifitbeoney  to  caufe  the  Pati¬ 
ent  to  go  to  {fool  the  next  <"ay,  thenfo  much  alioes  as  will 
heap  on  a  two  pence  for  a  ftrong  body  or  lefs  for  a  weak  bo¬ 
dy  mixe  with  a  little  mirrh  and  faffron  will  be  enough,  thefe 
Pils  are  alfo  good  for  the  head  and  ftomach.  There  are  ma¬ 
ny  forts  ofPiT  made  for  feveral  infirmities,  as  you  may  find 
in  the  London  Difpenfatory,  unto  which!  ffiall  refer  you.  I 
confefs  I  feldom  ufe  any  Pils,  except  what  I  haue  mentioned; 
for  I  find  the  Aftrological  way  of  cure  by  herbs  doth  ( if 
rightly  applyed )  cure  all  diftempers,  and  griefs  whatfoever, 
loofen  the  body  and  alay  any  pain  of  the  head,  and  the  like 
as  you  fhall  find  in  this  book,  yet  fometimes  when  the  pa¬ 
tient  is  bound  in  body  and  the  deftemper  requireth  a  deco¬ 
ction  made  of  fuch  herbs,  which  are  commonly  heating,  and 
fo  for  the  mod  part  binding,  fuch  as  are  palpetations,  con- 
vulfions  palfies/,  apoplexies,  and  fuch  like.

ments  made  of  fuch  herbs,  which  are  antipathetical  to  the  af¬ 
flicting  Planet.-  But  moll:  efpecially  fuch  herbs;  which  are 
good  to  comfort  the  heart,  to  expell  poifon,  andcleanfe  the 
Guts.  Alfo  you  muft  be  careful  that  the  herbs  be  gathered 
at  the  right  planetary  hours ,  not  omitting  their  numbers 
which  helongeth  to  each  Planet.  When  you  have  gotten  the 
herbs  together.  Hired  them  final!,  and  boil  them  in  milk,- to¬

tal  fipirits,  fiucb  as  are  convulfiions ,  appoplexies,  palpitations , 
paljies ,  aud  fiucb  like  are  not  cured  onely  by  dpcollions ,  but  alfio 
by  ointments  and  cataplafimes  applyed  unto  thtpulfes  and  other 
parts  fiuitable :  And  as  concerning  all  pains >  aches ,  humours , 
and  fiwellings, baths  and  ointments  fuit  able  to  their  condition  are 
moft  proper :  not  omitting  diet  drinks ,  eorrefipotiding  in  aU  cures 
whatfioever.

This  was  the  firfl  cure  I  did  within  that 
City :  This  Maid  having  been  about  Twelve  moneths  under 
the  Cure  offeveral  Dolors,  and  her  Father  finding  that  her 
grief  rather  increafed than  diminifhed,  and  hearing  by  fome 
what  great  Cures  I  had  done  in  other  places,  came  unto  me 
and  after  fome  communication  I  erefted  a  Figure,  by  which’ 
according  unto  the  rules  of  Ajirology  I  quickly  found  what  was 
the  Diftemper,  and  the  caufe  thereof  j  which  lam  confident 
no  Drug -Doff or  could  do  by  the  llrine  :  her  grief  proceeding 
from  an  extraordinary  diftemper  of  the  heart  and  brain,  and  ' 
not  without  fome  rifing  in  the  throat  by  Fiegm,  and  ill  Matter  j 
fetled  between  Throat  and  Stomack;  her  condition  for  the

An  ether  Cure  done  in  Oxon  on  the  "Daughter  of 
Mr.  Collens  a  Bakgr,  Anno  1669* 


His  Maid  for  fome  time  was  troubled  with  Convulfion- 
fits,  now  her  Parents  being  willing  to  have  remedy, went  un- 
o  feveral  Doctors,  and  others  for  remedy,  who  ufed  fuch  Phy- 
ical  means,  and  other  remedys  as  they  thought  meet :  at 
ength  they  ufed  hot  bathes  wherein  they  fhrunk  up  both  her 
egs,  after  which,  not  knowing  what  more  to  do  for  her,  they 
willingly  left  the  Cure  ;  by  which  it  appeared,  that  the  re¬ 
medy  was  worfe  than  the  difeafe  y  for  inftead  of  curing  her 
diftemper,  they  left  her  limbs  ufelefs ;  whereupon,  hearing 
f  me,  and  the  many  great  cures  which  1  had  done  for  others, 
they  came  unto  me,  defiring  to  know,  whether  I  could  help 


ter  diftemper,  and  cure  her  limbs  ?  for  as  they  (aid,  having 
'pent  much  money  upon  her  already,  they  would  not  willing¬

•  entrance  thereupon,  and  within  fome  fhort  time  I  did  (through 
Gods  bleffing)  reco  er  both  her  health  and  Li  mbs, and  flre'hath  fq 
continued  ever  fince.Ey  the  Figure, I  found  that  the  Moon  and  Mer. 
cury  werePrincipally  concerned,as  having  the  greateft  Predominar 
cy  over  her  diftemper,  the  one  ruling  over  the  bulck  of  the  brain, 
the  other  over  the  ading  and  fenfitive  part  of  motion, and  fo  be.' 
tween  them  making  her  fits  violent  and  ftrong  :  Thefe  affiitfing 
Planets  having  relation  to  the  Twelfth  Houfe,  ( and  no  Fortune) 
or  Lord  of  the  Tenth  Houfe,  enterpofing,  gave  ftrong  fufpition  cf 
an  Evil  upon  the  Maid,  neither  in  my  opinion  was  it  otherwife; 
and  that  was  one  great  reafon  why  the  Doftors  and  others  coul^ 
not  help  herjfor  Evils  are  of  that  nature  that  except  they  be  cured 
by  the  rules  of^tfra/^Qvithout  a  Miracle)  they  are  fddom,orne- 
ver  cured,  for  the  more  they  are  tampered  with,  the  worfe  com- 
.  monly  they  will  be ;  for  in  this  condi tion,thofe  herbs  and  plants 
which  are  ufed,muft  be  gathered  at  the  right  Planetary  hours,  and 
according  to  their  Numbers,ElementaI  Qualities,  and  Vertues,  as 
I  have  elfewhere  exprefled  ;  the  manner  of  cure  was  as  followed/, . 
Firfi,  having  gotten  three  lolary  Plants  which  were  gathered  at’ 
the  hour  of  the  Sun,  I  gave  them  the  Maid  to  wear  about  her  Neck 
inftead  of  Gold,  for  as  Gold  is  a  Metal  under  the  Sun,  and  hath  a. 
iirohg  verrue  to  withfland  the  Evil,  fo  iikewifc  fuch  herbs  which 
are  under  theSun  are  approved  to  have  the  fame  vertue  according^ 
f  7, being  gathered  as  aforefaid .Secondly  I  made  choice  of  fuch  herbs^ 
and  plants  which  were  Antipathetical  unto  the  Moon  and  Mercury, 
and  fo  to  oppofe  Mercury,  I  cook  herbs  under  the  Dominion  of  Ju¬ 
piter  z  Planet  hot  and  rnoift, whereas  Mercury  is  cold  and  dry  and 
to  oppofe  the  Moon,  a  Planet  cold  and  moift,  I  took  herbs  under. 
Man  and  the  Sun  both  hot  and  dry,outof  which  herbs  being  col- 
Jefted  according  unco  their  Numbers, ElementalQualities  andVer- 
fues,  and  gathered  at  the  right  Planetary  hours":  I  made  Dyet- 
drinks  OyIes,and  Cattapiafms.  The  manner  how  to  make  them  I 
have  fhewed  elfewhere  in  this  Book  :  only  to  the  Oyl  applyed  unto 
her  Lc^s, I  did  mixitwith  oyle  of  young  Puppies  under  nine  days 
old:,  and  with  the  jelly  of  Calves  Legs  which  did  help  canfe  the 
fmevvs  being  (lirunk  to  extend  and  ftretch  forth  :  after  I  had  ufed 
this  oyl  about  nine  days,  having 'gotten  good  help,  we  ftretched, 
forth  her  Leggj  and  did  Iplct  them  raft, and  about  a  week  after  ii-e 
allayed  to  move  with  Crutches,  after  which  eontinuinp  the  ovnr- 

stentj  and  keeping  her  Leggs  fpjitted  in  feme  fhort  time  being

Idiing  lhe  recoveredralfo  by  Dyet-drinks.&  appIyingCataplaims  to 
the  hand-wrifts,not  omitting  Planetary  oyIes,applyed  to  the  heart 
ipd  brain  made  out  of  thofe  herbs  collected  as  aforefaid,  fhe  was 
yjkewi  e  recovered  of  her  Convulfion  Fits, but  againft  the  good  will 
m  liking  of  thofe  who  had  her  formerly  in  cure, and  fome  others 
[their  partakers,  for  it  feems  they  were  fo  troubled  about  the  cure 
Sjy  reafon  they  could  not  do  it,that  they  made  the  Vice  Chancellour 
Acquainted  therewith, pretending  that  I  had  cured  this  Maid  by  un¬ 
lawful  means,  whereupon,  Mr  Collins  this  Maides  Father  was  fent

,  Wormed  a  Doftor,  the  other  a  Mafter  of  Arts  who  after  two  or 
phree  hours  difeourfe,  were  fully  fatisfied  concerning  the  Legalli- 
%y  of  my  Art  and  Profeftion  and  as  they  told  me  at  parting,  they 
’Mid  believe,!  fhotlld  have  no  more  trouble  therein, yet  notwithftan- 
•  iing,  thofe  who  were  my  adverfaries  would  not  reft  contented, 
|bvtt  did  on  the  Sabbath  day  put  up  Bills  unto  the  Minifters  to  Pray 
Wand  Preach  again”  me,  and  my  Art;  which  when  I  underftood,  I 
fccould  not  forbear  to  fmile,remembring  a  pretty  ftory  of  a  rich  Ufu- 
tldjrer  who  lived  inLondon,  A  Friend  of  his  defired  him  to  go  with  him 
Krhear  a  Sermon,  the  Preacher  having  notice  of  his  coming  fpake 
.much  againft  Ufuryand  Iffurers,  and  all  thofe  that  went  unto 
’’  them  ;  whereupon,  the  Sermon  being  ended,  the  Ufurers  Friend 
isftt  him  how  he  liked  the  Sermon,  he  faid  very  well,  and  wifhed 
‘'/there  more  fuch  Preachers,  why  faid  his  friend?  to  fpeak  againft 
!‘ayou,and  all  thofe  of  your  Profeftion  ?  I  care  not  for  that  faid  the 
"tlfurer,  for  the  more  its  cryed  down, and  the  fewer  there  be  of  my

’  raftlce  enough* 
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One  Cure  lately  done  in  Bark-fhire,  Anno.  i66j*  ' 

One  Mr.  Peter  Wic^enfst  living  in  the  Parifh  of  Tile-hurff,  in 
the  County  of  Berly,  having  Iain  Bed-rid  for  fome  time  paft 
Who  could  wagg  neither  hands  nor  legs,  he  made  tryal  of 
m^iny  Phyficians,  Mounte-banks  and  others,  but  could  find  no 
help,  continuing  rather  worfe  than  any  whit  amending:  at 
length  he  fent  to  me,  for  as  I  have  already  declared,  I  am 
fe/dom  imployed  but  in  cafe  of  great  necelfity,  £ the  reafons 
J  have  (hewed  elfewhere; }  and  having  by  the  rules  of  Aftro-

TheDyet-drink  I  ordered  him 
to  take  three  times  a  day,  yi^.  morning, and  after  dinner, and  ( 
at  night.  I  alfo  ordered  him  to  take  Water-grewel  made  with  ^ 
herbs  fuitable  unto  his  condition  every  morning, about  an  hour 
alter  he  had  taken  the  Dyet-drinks }  fometimes  in  this  infirm- 
ty  we  life  fuffumigations  to  the  head  more  efpecially  when  we 
find  the  Patient  under  a  cold  dryth :  alfo  the  dyetand  food 
which  they  eat  who  are  in  this  condition  mull  be  nutritive  and 
cfeafy  digelbon;  the  Patients  in  this  condition  will  be  very 
apt  to  be  bound  in  their  body,  not  only  for  want  of  excrcife, 
but  alio  by  reafon  the  applycations  are  for  the  moll  part  hot, 
wherefore  fometimes  wegive  them  Glitters,  Pills,  or  Suppoli- 
ters  according  unto  diferetjon.  9

\  Concerning  the  Evil  commonly  called  the  Kings-Evil* 
r  and  the  Cure  thereof  as  followeth* 

|  TT’S  generally  called  the  Kings-Evilyln  regard  it  pleafed  God 

I  L  to  give  the  Kings  of  this  Nation  that  great  gift  of  curing 

II  thefe  kinds  of  infirmities:’Tis  not  as  many  foolilhly  do  imagine, 

K  called  the  Kings-Evil  in  regard  of  any  fins  by  them  committed, 

and  fo  for  that  caufe  it  fhould  fall  upon  the  Subject: for  the  Evil 
|f  is  di  redly  from  themfelves  occafioned  by  fome  extraordinary 
tdiftemper  of  the  brain,  and  fo  from  thence  difperfed  by  the 
St  Nerves  into  feveral  parts  of  the  body  fometime  I  have  known 
f  it  fall  into  the  Eyes,  and  at  other  times  into  the  Neck  and 
1  Throat  with  white  kernels,  fwellings ;  and  fometimes  ’twill  be 
;  in  any  other  parts  of  the  body  and  the  fwelling  is  alvvayes 
f  white.  Now  in  regard  that  Chyrurgions  and  Dodors  intor- 
I  mer  times  were  ignorant,  not  only  of  the  Caufe,  but  alfo  of 
j.  the  way  of  cure  by  reafon  it  lay  wholly  in  the  Nerves,  for 
thefe  kinds  of  Evils  coming  wholly  from  the  Brain  as  afore- 
,  faid  :  at  the  firft  beginning  never  toucheth  upon  the  Flefh, 
Brain,  or  Blood,  only  the  Nerves  are  puffed  up  and  rifethin 
j  kernels  white,  whereupon  fucli  applications  which  ufually  cur- 
;  ed  other  fwellings  were  clear  antipathetical  unto  thefe  kinds 
|of  fwellings,  and  rather  increafed  than  any  way  diminifhed 
1  their  pain:  I  have  cured  many  of  this  kind  of  Evil  alfo,  as 
t  is  well  known  unto  many  in  the  Country.

:  Ieth  out  to  be  in  the  OpficE-Nerves,  and  then  the  Eyes  are  in

!  that  fhe  could  not  endure  to  have  them  opened  whereby  to 
i  apply  any  remedy,  fhe  laytthus  above  fix  moneths  quite  blind, 
f  befides  what  time  the  grief  was  drawing  en  before,  and  the 
f  more  they  tampered  with  her  the  worfe  fhe  was  5  at  length 
they  were  fearful  that  her  Eyes  would  perifh  in  her  head, 
(as  it  feerns  one  Maids  did  who  was  of  their  acquaintance, } 
whereupon  they  came  to  me  end  having  agreed  upon  the 
price  for  the  cure.  I  did  undertake  and  perform  it  in  about  a 
moneths  fpace  ;  the  manner  how  I  did  perform  it  1  fl  ail  re- 


late  before  I  conclude,  Ido  find  that  in, former  ages  aiuItL 
tudes  perifhed  through  thefe  kinds  of  Evils,  by  rea'on  (as  I  faid 
before)  that  Doftors  and  Chyrurgeons  were  ignorant  of  the 
true  caufe  of  the  diftemper,and  fo  by  confequence  of  the  cure;  j 
whereupon  itpleafedGod  to  give  this  gift  of  healing,  firft, 
unto  King  Edward,  the  i.  who  for  his  piety  was  called  the 
Confefior,  who  was  the  firft  Englijh  King,  who  fueceeded  af¬ 
ter  the  Deans  wete  extinguifhed,  and  after  him  fucceffively  . 
this  great  gift  hath  continued  unto  the  Kings  of  this  Nation :  I  | 
fhall  now  proceed  tofet  forth  the  way  of  cure,  not  only  of 
this  mans  Daughter  in  queftion,  but  alfo  how  to  cure  it  in 
any  part  of  the  body,  provided  it  be  taken  in  hand  in  time, 
before  the  Nerves,  Flefh,  and  Bones  are  perifhed, for  in  length 
of  time,  if  it  be  not  cured,  ’twill  get  into  th%FIefii, Bones,  and 
Blood :  and  then  in  the  end,  commonly  that  Limb  or  Member 
of  the  Body,  be  it  arm,  foo",  legg,  and  iometiines  thigh  and 
all  is  cut  off  :  The  way  of  curing  this  Maides  eye,  was  as  fol-  ‘.j 
lovveth.  In  the  firfl  place  I  made  choice  of  three  folary  , 
herbs  which  are  efteemed  good  for  the  Nerves  vi%.  rofetna- 
.ry,.-Angellica,  and  bawm,  thefe  herbs  I  cau  ed  to  be  made 
clofe  up  ina  Iinnen  cloath  (taking  a  fmall  quantity  of  each, 
being  all  gathered  at  the  hour  of  the  Sun)  and  gave  it  her  to 
wear  about  her  Neck  inflead  of  Gold,  for  as  Gold  is  a  Metal  ‘ 
under  the  Dominion  of  the  Sun,  and  hath  a  vertue  to  com¬ 
fort  the  brain  ;  for  the  San  hath  predominancy  over  the  brain, 
as  1  have  fhewed  elfewhere  .*  fee  alfo  thefe  herbs  being  under 
the  Dom-mon  of  the  Sun  hath  the  like  fympathetick  vertue  to 
comfort  the  brain  :  accordingly  alfo  I  made  choice  of  a  fe- 
left  number  of  folary  herbs  to  make  a  Dyer-drink  by  way  of 
decoftion ;  and  likewife  to  make  an  oyl  to  annoynt  th  bra'n.  ^ 
But  unto  the  Eyes  I  applyed  only  Celandine-water,  given  in  * 
a  fmall  tinfture  of  Rom^n-Vitriol;  but  at  the  firfl  beginning 
of  the  Cure,  I  did  for  a  tew  dayes  apply  raw-frefh  meat  to 
the  powl  or  Neck  to  help  dry  and  divert  the  humour  froth 
the  Eyes;  by  this  means  through  Gods  blefiingfhe  was foon 
recovered.  Now  the  way  to  cure  this  kind  of  Evil  when 
it  fetlech  in  any  other  part  of  the  body,  is  as  followeth,  You. 
mult  in  the  firft  place  make  ufe  of  three  Solary  Herbs,  as 
aforefaid,  to  wear  about  their  neck :  alfo  you  mull  make  a 
bath  of  Solary  Herbs,  according  unto  the  number  before 
mentioned,  belonging  unto  the  Sun ,  and  being  gathered  at  the 
rightPlanetary  hounalfo  out  of  the  fame  herbs, you  muft  make 
anoyntment,  and  once  a  day  you  muft  bath  the  place  grie¬ 
ved  pretty  hot,  and  then  immediately  with  this  oyntmenc 
anoynt  it,  and  keep  it  moderately  warm,  you  muft  be  lure 
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to  make  choice  of  fuch  folary  herbs,  which  are  efteemed 
good  for  the  brain  and  nerves,  as  you  will  find  in  this  Book 
c  1  few  here  :  I  fhall  relate  one  Example ,  This  year  loured  a 
Maid,  who  was  the  only  daughter  ot  Mr-  Henry  Bulflrode,  li¬ 
ving  in  Warfield  Parifh  in  the  County  of  Berios,  fhe  had  the 
evil  in  her  ear  and  fight  fide  of  her  head,  being  moft  griev- 
oufly  pained  therewith  :  Her  Father  tryed  many  Doctors  and 
others  to  his  great  coft  and  charge,  but  inftead  Of  mending 
fhe  grew  worfe  every  day  than  other,  and  the  more  they 
tampered  with  her,  the  more  Ihe  was  afflicted;  thefwelling 
was  white,  fhe  was  in  this  condition  about  nine  moneths  : 
at  length  finding  no  remedy,  and  hearing  by  fome  of  his 
Neighbours,  what  great  cures  I  had  done  for  others,  her  Fa¬ 
ther  came  unto  jpe,  and  having  agreed  with  me  about  the 
charge,  I  did  undertake  the  cure,  and  in  about  fix  weeks 
time  did  perfeft  the  cure  accordingly.

tial  dignities,  and  weak  when  out  of  dignities  in  the  heavens, 
the  reafons  I  have  fhewed  elfewhere  in  this  Book,

Oft  People  call  this  kind  of  Evil  Atat^e,  by  reafon,  that 
the  Patient  is  on  the  fudden  perplexed  with  great  pain, 
^whereas  ufually  natural  infirmities  doe  firft  mind  the  Patient, 
I  before  it  increafeth  untoextreamity,  according  as  theinftu- 
ftce  of  the  afflicting  Planets  draweth  unto  partile  afpeftof 
hefignificator  of  the  Patient  •,  and  if  a  figure  be  fer  for  the 
ime,  when  the  pain  did  firft  aftault  the  patient,  one  may 
y  the  rules  of  Aftrology  cafiJy  difeoverfrom  what  caufethe 
rief  came,  and  whether  natural  or  from  Witchcraft. 

The  way  which  the  Witches  ufually  take  for  to  afflict  Man 
»r  Beaft  in  this  kind,  is  as  i  conceive,  done  by  image  or 
rioddel  made  in  the  likenefs  of  that  Man  or  Beaft  they  intend 
o  work  mifehief  upon,  and  by  fhe  fubtilty  of  the  Devil  made 
‘  fuch  hows  and  times;  when  i  t  fhall  work  moft  powerful 

'  ?  upon 
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upon  them  by  thorn,  pin  or  needle  prickt -mb  that  Limb  or 
part  of  the  Image,  which  anfweredi  to  that  limb  or  member 
of  the  body  affixed.  For  Example,  I  fliall  relate  what  hap . 
pened  lately  as  I  arn  credibly  informed.  An  Old  woman, 
who  lived  near  the  Devifes  in  IViltffrire ,  £  die  was  imprisoned 
about  the  time,  when  I  began  to  write  this  book, in  two  i 66% 
for  the  fa<ft  }  being  in  a  lone  place  was  obfcrved  to  (loop  and 
iniploy  her  felf  in  digging  or  making  a  hole  in  the- earth#  Now 
immediately  after  fhe  was  gone,  they  went  to  the  place,  and 
there  found  an  image  like  a  man  with  a  thorn  prickt  intojt, 
at  which  time  there  was  a  man  in  the^Parifh  ,  who  was  in 
great  tormenting  pain  in  one  oi  his  limbs,  which  by  compare 
did  stnfwer  to  that  limb  prickt  with  a  thorn  into  the  images 
a^d  when  they  took  forth  the  thorn,  the  man  had  prefent  eafe, 
but  when  they  put  the  thorn  in  again  the  man  was  tormented* 
When  witchcraft  is  wrought  only  by  image  prickt  as  afore- 
faid,  the  Patient  isufually  pained  outwardly,  in  one  limb,.; 
member,  or  part  of  the  body  and  the  fwelling  if  any  is  ufu- 
ally  white  :  There  is  no  pain  whatfoever  more  toi  meriting, 
than  it, and  commonly  fuch  pains  are  white  fwellings ;  and  u- 
fually  with  moft  people  called  evils  or  Tafyesi  not  thinking 
from  what  caufe  it  cometh*  Yet  I  am  of  opinion  and  do  find 
by  experience,  that  all  white  fwellings  are  not  fucn  evils, 
which  cometh  from  evil  perfons,  for  it  may  proceed  from 
fonie  extraordinary  diflemper  of  the  nerves/uch  as  is  the  evil 
commtfaly  called  the  Kings  evil, as  I  have  already  declared.Its 
obfefvable  that  in  all  kinds  of  evil, the  more  they  are  temper- 
ed  with. the  worfe  they  are;  for  except  the  right  way  of  reme- 
dies  beapplyed,  the  Patient  will  be  but  the  more  tormented: 

I  know  many  have  loft  their  limbs  and  fometimes  life,  and 
all  in  regard  thofe  who  have  undertaken  to  cure  them,  be¬ 
ing  unskilled  in  the  way  of  Aftrology  could  not  effeft  the 
cure.  I  have  cured  many,  who  have  been  taken  inthis  con¬ 
dition,  and  to  my  knowledge  have  never  failed,  where  the 
Patient  was  cureable  but  when  the  bones,  finews,  nerves,  and 
arteries,  and  tlefli  is  perifhed  before  one  begins,  and  joynts 
di  (located ,  then  there  can  be  no  perfect  cure  expefted ,  al¬ 
though  fome  good  may  be  wrought  in  flaying  farther  pro¬ 
ceedings.  There  is  no  grief  or  infirmity  whatfoever,  buc 
may  through  Witchcraft  and  Sorcery,  by  the  help  of  the  De¬ 
vil  be  wrought  upon  the  bodies  of  men  and  bead,  and  I  could 
inftance  many,  which  I  have  cured.  I  ffcall  mention  two 
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amples  :  The  firfl  being  a  cure  done  upon  a  Maid  living  at 
Newton  near  Newberp n  the  County  of  Berios, fhe  lay  two  years 
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3cd-rid)  and  could  wag  neither  hand  nor  foot*  her  father  told 
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4he  JC  tryed™any  Doftors,  which  coft  him  above  an 
undred  pounds,  but  (he  was  never  the  better,  but  rather  the 
worle;  fhe  took  no  fuftenance,  have  orely  verjuice  poffet , 
or  if  at  any  timefhe  took  oughtelfe,  (he  looDdid  vomit  it 
i  VP  all,  her  body  and  limbs  outward,  were  taken  in  the  nature 
I  of  a  dead  Palfie  and  her  inward  parts  with  a  great  flop  at  the 
[  Prea»  and  flomack,  her  Father  told  me  the  time  when  fhe  firft 
f  took  her  bed  by  which  l  creeled  a  Scheme,  and  according 
I  unto  the  rules  of  Aflrology,  1  told  her  Father,  I  found  fne  was 
taken  eitner  by  Witchcraft  or  Sorcery,,  if  not  both,  and  that 
>va] the  reafon  why  the  drug  Doctors-  could  not  help  her ;  I 
I  undertook  tliectireat  a  price,  and  within  eight  weeks,  I  re- 
[  covered  both  her  body  and  limbs ,  and  fhe  hath  continued 
L  well  ever  fince,  it  being  above  nine  years  ago ,  fince  the  cure 
|  was  done.  The  W ay  how  to  cure  either  Witchcraft  or  Sorcery  is

In  the  firji  place  I  endeavoured  to  a  full  the  Witch 5  and  then  by 
diet  drinks  and  ointments  made  of  planetary  herbs  antipathe- 

■  tteal unto  the  affliftiug  planet  Cbeing  Saturn )  gathered  at  the 
I  P  aiaetary  hours,  their  qualities,  virtues^  and  numbers,  corre¬ 
sponding;  the  herbs  ufed  were  under  the  dominion  of  the 
Sun  and  Jupiter.  It  appeareth  that  both  Witchcraft  and  Sor. 
eery  had  been  wrought  upon  the  Maid,  by  reafon  that  both 
r  \I  im,.  outward,  and  body  inward,  were afflifted*as  afore- 
laid.  Ob)elliony If  Witchcraft  worketh  alone  only  but  upon  one 
limb  or  member  of  the  body  as  before  is  declared ;  then  how 
cometh  it  to  pafs,  that  her  whole  body  and  limbs  generally 
were  thus  made  ufelels.  To  which  I  anfwer  that  if  the  thorn, 
pm  or  needle  were  prickt  in  the  head,  when  the  fign  that  is  the 
Moon  was  in  ^ tries ,  and  that  the  infortunes  as  inflance  Saturn 
were  in  bad  afpeft  unto  her  (bis  probable  it  was  )  when,  the 

firft  began  her  mifehief,  then  it  might  unhappily  work 
nufehiefor  damage  unto  the  whole  body:  for  itftandeth  by 
.good  reafon  that  if  the  brain,  which  is  the  fountain  from 
whence  the  Nerves  do  proceed  beopprefled.that  then  the  mo  - 
tion  of  the  whole  body  mud  needs  be  obftrufted,for  theNerves 
vth.ch  is  afmall  firing  that  runneth  under  the  veins  through¬ 
out  the  whole  frame  of  thbbody  proceeding  from  the  brain 
are  the  onely  fenftive  part  of  motion  ;  Infomuch  that  if  a  Chi- 
turgion  nappen  to  prick  a  nerve,  when  he  lecteth  any  one 
blood,  the  limb  will  be  in  danger  to  be  ufdefs,  and  I  heard 
of  two,  who  loll  the  ufeof  their  arms  thereby  When  Iliv- 
>cd  in  Oxford,  and  as  it  fareth  with  the  body  to  be  fencclcfs 
and  fc  ufelcfs,  when  the  brain  and  nerves  are  op'prelUd ,  fd 
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i  ikewife  it  fareth  with  the  body,  as  being  dead,  an:!  void  of. 
life,  when  the  heart  and  arteries  are  opprdTed,  I 
/hall  indance  one  example  hereof,  about  eight  or  nine  years 
ago  I  cured  a  Maid,  whofe  name  was  Maty  B oyer,  die  was  a- 
bout  eighteen  years  of  age,  her  Father,  together  with. this 
am  aid  did  live  in  Glajfenbury,  being  above  eight  miles  from  my 
dwelling:  he  brought  her  to  my  houfe  where  I  now  dwell  to 
be  cured  ;  her  condition  was  as  followeth,  Every  day  near 
the  fame  hour  fhe  was  taken  with  a  great  pain  and  pricking 
at  her  heart,  and  then  immediately,  founding  fits  followed, 
lading  two  or  three  hours;  fhe  was  above  twelve  moneths in 
this  condition  before  I  undertook  the  cure;  and  as  her  Fa¬ 
ther  told  me,  he  had  been  at  great  charge  going  after  many 
Doctors,  and  yet  notwithflanding,  was  rather  worfe,  than  any 
whit  amended,  and  no  marvel,  for  how  can  any  Doctor  cure 
fuch  didempers,  when  they  are  ignorant  of  the  caufe,  for 
Witchcraft  or  Sorcery  can  no  way  be  difcovered,  nor  yet  cu¬ 
red,  but  by  the  way  of  A^rdogyt  except  a  Miracle  be  wrought, 

’tis  true,  God  can  do  what  he  pleafeth  ;  but  I  never  knew, or 
heard  of  any  Man  or  Bead  that  was  cured  (fince  the  Apodles 
times )  that  were  bevvitched,any  other  way,  than  by  the  Aftro- 
logical  way  of  Phyfick :  and  'tis  a  great  mercy,  that  God 
is  pleafed  toraifeup,  and  to  give  knowledge  unto  a  mortal 
man  to  doit;  for,  although  the  affliflions  of  this  kind  com- 
ech  from  the  Devil  and  his  indruments,  which  we  common¬ 
ly  call  evils  or  takes,  yec  the  cure  cometh  by,  and  through 
Gods  bldfing  upon  the  honed  indudry  of  the  Aftrologers  and 
PhilofopberSyViho  are  the  men  only  acquainted  with  thefe  kinds 
of  cures  :  and  as  it  pleafeth  God  to  fuffer  the  Devil  and  his 
Indruments  the  Witches  to  afflift  his  people,  by  reafon  of  ^ 
their  neglect  of  duty  and  Prayer  .•  fo  again,  it  pleafeth  God  ,.j 
through  Prayers  joyned  with  lawful  means,  to  take  off  their 
power,  and  to  return  the  evil  back  from  whence  it  came, 
and  fo  to  have  their  infirmities  and  difeafes  cured  :  thefe 
cures  are  not  done  as  many  foolifhly  do  imagine,  by  fuch 
who  are  called  white  Witches,  for  the  white  Witches  and  the 
black  Witches  are  all  one,  as  I  fhail  make  appear,  and  tis  but  a 
me  e:  cheat  or  ddttfion,for  the  one  Witch  by  image  or  meddel  j 
afflicts  the  Patient  by  thorn,  pin,  or  needle  pfickt  into  it. 
The  other  Witch  being  Confederate  gives  forth,  that  fhe  can 
cure,  whereupon,  when  the  Patient  cometh,  thefe  two  con-  , 
federate  Witches  divides  the  gain,  and  the  cure  is  quickly 
done,  for  tis  but  pulling  forth  the  thorn  or  pin,  out  of  the 
image,  and  the  Patient  is  cured  ;  but  i  have  known  fometimes 

when  the  Patients  have  been  ill  of  Ions  Continuance  and 
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fo  the  grief  being  gotten  into  the  flefh,  bones,  biood, 
nerves,  arteries  and  the  like,  that  then  they  could  not  cure 
them,  for  then  Bemedies  proper  made  with  planetary  herbs, 
as  dyet-drinks,  bathes,  oyntments,  and  fuch  like  remedies,  as 
I  have  elfewheree*prefied,  mud  be  ufed*,  for  ’tisnot  enough 
when  gotten  into  the  fiefh  and  blood,  to  takeout  the  thorn  or 
pin  •,  and  thole  who  go  unto  fuch  cunning  women,  if  they  flay 
too  long  as  aforefaid,  are  afterwards  inforced  to  come  unto 
me,  or  feme  others,  who  are  skilled  in  the  Art  of  Aflrology 
and  Philofjphy  for  cure,  for  Witches  cannot  help  them  5  and 
I  have  known  fometimes,  that  fufpefted  Witches  when  they 
could  not  help  their  Patients,  have  come  unto  me  for, 
remedies,  and  I  have  cured  them.

I  (hull  relate  the  manner  how  the  Cure  was  tffeu  ed 
upon  the  Maid  hef  re  mentioned ,  with  forne  pnjja- 
ges  which  happened  thereupon • 

IN  the  firft  place,  for  theincouragement  of  all  fuch  who 
are  converfant  in  daily  Prayer  unto  God,  I  fhall  relate 
what  I  have  proved  by  many  examples,  for  in  all  my  Prac¬ 
tice,  I  could  never  find,  that  ever  any  man,  or  woman  that 
did  daily  pray,  efpecially  in  the  morning,  were  ever  taken  in 
the  fnare  of  Witchcraft  that  day ;  and  this  maid  now  in 
queftion,  was  as  a  man  may  fay,  taken  napping}  I  fhall  re¬ 
late  the  manner  how  fhc  became  infn<jred :  but  firft  I 
fhall  declare,  what  happened  between  her  father,  and  my 
felf  concerning  her  devotion :  after  her  father  and  my  felf 
were  agreed  about  the  Cure,  I  told  him,’twas  piety  that  (lie 
did  negle&her  duty  towards  God,  for  if  lhe  had  uled  daily 
Prayer,  fhe  had  never  been  brought  into  this  condition  }  he 
anfvvered,  that  to  his  knowledge  that  could  not  be  the[caufe, 
for  fhe  did  ufuaily  every  morning  pray,  before  fhe  went 
forth  of  her  Chamber:  then  1  told  him.  that  if  fhe  would 
affirm  it  upon  oath  if  called  thereunto,'  would  cure  her  (or 
nothing,  more  efpecially,  if  fhe  prayed  that  day  fire  was 
took  in  this  conairion,  whereupon  he  called  in  the  maid, 
and  after  fome  exhortations  given,  Iaskt  her  the  queftion,, 
(lie  anfwered,  that  (he  did  not  pray  that  n'orning  when  (lie 
was  taken  in  this  condition  and  defired  her  father  not  to  be  an- 
pry  and  fhe  would  declare  the  reafon  of  her  negleft, which  was 

as  followed),  her  Mother  being  minded  t»  brew,  called  her  up 
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▼ery  early  in  the  morning  to  fetch  water  from  the  Conduit, 
11  °w  the  cuftom  is,  firft  come,  firft  (erved ;  it  fo  fell  our,  that 
this  maid  and  another  maid  meeting  at  the  place,  fell  together 
by  the  ears  concerning  who  fhould  be  firft  ferved, whereupon, 
the  other  maid  being  worded  vowed  revenge  ;  and  the  fame 
d^y  immediately  after,  (he  was  taken  in  this  condition,  as  I 
fhall  relate.*  now  her  Father  told  me,  that  the  other  maid 
lived  with  one  who  was  much  fufpefted  to  be  a  Witch,  and 
according  unto  my  Figure  which  was  fet  for  the  day  and  hour 
when  fhe  was  firft  taken  in  this  condition,  F  found, that  fhe  was 
afflifted  by  the  Planet  Saturn,  Lord  of  the  twelfth,  which  is  the 
houfe  of  Witchcraft,  which  Planet,  according  unto  the  rules 
of  Aftrology  did  exactly  perfonate  the  fufpefted  Witch.  The 
power  of  Witehcraft  was  fo  ftrongly  wrought  upon  this  maid, 
that  for  twelve  moneths  together  fire  could  not  go  into  any 
f>ed  until  after  midnight ",  befidesher  daily  fits,  which  lifually 
«took  her  near  one  hour  of  the  day  as  followeth  ;  firft,  when 
the  fit  began  it  would  prick  about  her  heart,  as  if  needles  were 
thruft  into  her,  and  then  imtnedjately  after  it  would  difperfe 
throughout  her  whole  body  by  the  arteries,  and  then  for  fome 
hours  fhe  would  feem  dead :  and  further,  the  power  of 
Witchcraft  was  foftrong  upon  her,  that  if  at  any  time  of  the 
day,  or  night,  (before  midnight}  fire  did  but  touch  any  bed, 
fhe  would  immediately  fall  into  a  fir,  as  I  at  her  firft  coming 
did  makefeveral  tryals,  I  conceive,  that  the  Witch  did  not 
only  work  by  Witchcraft  alone, by  Image  prickt  into  the  heart 
which  by  fympathy,  through  the  fiibtilty  of  the  Devil  did 
work  upon  the  heart  and  arteries  of  the  maid,  butalfodid  * 
ufe  fome  way  of  Sorcery  whereby  toaflifther  inward  parts, 
for  fire  was  much  troubled  with  griping  pains  in  her  belly 
and  ftomack,  whereas  formerly  il  e  was  healthful :  now  the 
way  ufed  for  the  curing  of  this  maid,  was  as  followeth, firft, 
according  unto  the  rules  hereafter  mentioned,  I  did  endea¬ 
vour  to  afflift  the  Witch  to  the  end,  fhe  might  forbear  to  aft 
any  farther  in  hervillany.  Secondly  I  made  her  dyet  drinks, 
by  decoftions  with  (uch  herbs  being  gathered  at  their  right 
planetary  hours  ,  which  wete  under  the  dominion  of  the  Sun 
and  Jupiter,  being  antipathetical  unto  the  afififting  Planet 
•Saturn  ;  and  likewife  with  thofe  herbs  I  made  oyrumenrs  pro¬ 
per  to  comfort  the  heart  and  arteries,  with  caraplafms  to  the 
hand-wrefts,  fometimes  when  I  found  the  veins  high,  l  let 
her  blood,  fearing  the  arteries  might  be  opprefled  thereby, 
for  as  I  have  already  declared  the  arteries  and  nerves  run 
both  under  the  veins :  JKkewife  for  a  time  acruftomed'  her 
to  eat  hearts  s.oyled,  baked,  or  ftewed,  which  might  ivy  fvir®

:  made  with  fuch  herbs  which  were  agreeable  to  her  condition, 
['  to  be  taken  an  hour  after  fhe had  taken  her  dyet-drink  every 
f  morning  as  indeed  we  ufually  do  in  all  diflempers,  according 
I  unto  which  rules  before  going  this  maid  was  well  and  perfeft- 
|  ly  cured  within  ten  weeks,  notwithflanding,  fhe  was  above 
|  twelve  monerhs  in  this  condition  before  fhe  came  unto  me  : 
if  and  notwithflanding,  her  Father  as  he  told  me  had  tryed  ma¬ 
ll’  ny  Doctors  to  his  great  charge,  for  as  in  this,  fo  in  all  other 
t  kinds  of  evils  the  more  they  are  tampered  with  the  worfe 
the  patient  will  be,  except  they  hid  the  knowledge  by  the 
rules  of  dfirclogy  and  Phihfofhy  to  underhand  the  way  of

dition  before  I  did  undertake  the  cure,  yet  notwithftarjding  I

ry  ;  now  in  a  morning  being  holy  day  having  on  his  bell  array, 
bau0  fotnewhat  pieafanr,  meets  with  a  woman,  who  was  very

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much  fufpefted  to  be  a  Witch,  and  minding  to  make  fporr  with 
her,  calls  her  old  witch,  demanding  whether  Hie  was  going, 
fhe  not  anfwering,  he  threw  feveral  Hones  at  her,  with  that 
fhe  began  to  be  angry,  and  faith  untp  him  (  as  the  boy  after 
he  could  fpeak  related)  ftrrah  I  will  make  you  hold  your 
tongue,  ufing  many  threatning  fpeeches  9  and  indeavoured  to 
run  after  the  boy,  who  was  too  nimble  on  foot  for  her :  After 
which  time  during  three  years,  as  abovefaid ,  he  became 
lpeechlefs  and  Teeming  fimple.  and  fo  might  without  qucftion 
have  continued  unto  this  day  (  without  miracle)  had  not  the 
Aftrological  way  been  ufed  both  for  the  difcovery  and  re¬ 
covery  of  his  diftemper.

Generally  all  thofe  pains,  aches,  diftempers  or  afflictions, 
which  are  caufed  by  Witchcraft  are  called  Evils,  and  fame-  I 
-  times’thefe  kinds  of  Evils  will  turn  into  white  kernels,  fuel¬ 
lings,  proceeding  from  fome  extraordinary  dfftemper  in  the 

nerves  (  as  I  have  elfewhere  exprefled,  and  then  itsufually 
called  the  Kings  Evil.  )  Having  collected  my  herbs  toge¬ 
ther  according  unto  their  numbers  and  virtues,  being  under 
the  dominion  of  the  Sun  and  Jupiter,  as  aforefaid,  and  caufed  ] 
a  mixture,  then  out  of  thefe  herbs,  weufually  make  diet  ,1 
drinks  ointments,  and  fuffumigations ;  of  the  diet  drink,  I  '  i 
gave  him  three  times  a  day,  vi^.  Morning,  afternoon,  and  1 
night,  alfo  every  morning  we  ufually  gi  e  them  water-grewel 
made  with  fume  of  thofe  herbs  about  an  hour  after  they  have 
taken  the  diet  drink,  by  which  means  through  Gods  bkfling 
the  boy  within  a  month  was  cured,  and  hath  fo  continued  e-  j 
ver  fmce.  I  believe  it  will  be  a  warning  unto  him,  how  to 
meddle  with  fuch  Creatures  in  a  morning  without  prayer.  I  ] 
fliall  relate  one  paftage,  which  happened  between  the  Hoys 
Unkle  and  my  fclf,  as  followerh  *  ,  The  month  being  expired,  | 
xvihioh  was  the  time  fet  for  the  Boys  cure,  he  came  to  fee 
whether  the  Boy  could  fpeak  or  no,  whereupon  I  called  in  I 

the  boy  and  bad  him  fpeak  to  his  unckle,  which  he  did,  de-  ' 
ftring  to  know  how  a!]  his  friends  did  j  whereupon  his  llokle  j 

leaned  to  be  much  troubled*  and  fad,  for  as  he  told  me  af-  J 

terwards,  he  did  verily  believe,  that  i  had  infufed  a  fpirit  in-  1 

to  the  boy  to  make  him  <peak  \  and  his  reafon  was  becaufe  the  j 

Dolors  and  others,  who  had  undertaken  to  help  him  (  but  , 

could  not3faid  he  would  never  be  cured,  as  they  verily  \ 

believed  by  any  man  whatfoever.*  whereupon  the  boys  tin¬ 
kle  defired  me  to  keep  him  fomewhat  longer,  and  then  he 
would  come  and  bring  money  for  the  cure  :  The  reafon  why  ' 
ne  brought  no  money  with  him,  was,  becaufe  he  did  not  be-  j 
;:eve  1  could  help  him;  and  he  made  his  bargain  fo,  that 
if  I  did  not  cure  the  boy,  I  was  to  have  nought  for  my  charge 
and  pains.

’  l'  vvay  to  know  whether  the  patient  be  bewitched  or  not 
;;  I  I  have  already  fet  down,  elfe where  in  this  Book.  I  find 
by  experience,  that  thofe,  who  are  taken  in  the  fnare  of 

[witchcraft  are  ufualiy  siflided  in  fome  outward  limb  or  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  body  caufed  by  an  image  made  in  the  likenefs  csf 
;  man  or  beafl,  and  through  the  fubtilty  of  the  Devil  made  at 
fuch  hours  and  times,  when  by  fympathy  it  fhall  reflesft  upon 
the  man  or  beafl  whom  they  intend  to  hurt  or  deflroy  j  it  be¬ 
ing  done  by  thorn,  pin,  or  needle  prickt  into  that  part  of  fhe 
image,  which  anfwererh  unto  that  part  of  the  body  of  map  or 
bead:  wherein  they  are  pained  or  grieved.  An  Example  here- 
/  of  I  have  already  mentioned,  concerning  the  Woman  lately 
taken  at  the  Devifes  in  Wilt  fine :  But  that  which  I  conceive  is 
1 1  the  rnofl  ufual  way  praftifed  by  Witches  is  mod  properly 
I  r  called  Sorcery-:  For  by  the  help  of  the  Devil  fome  poy  fonous 
I  matter  is  prepared,  and  mixt  with  fome  blood  and  vital  fpirit 
L  of  the  Witch,  and  fo  by  fmell  or  tafle  infuled  into  the  bodyaf 
1  man  or  beafl  bewitched,  or  rather  by  which  they  are  infect - 
I  ed  .•  For  its  obfervable  in  Fhilofophy  :  Si  acceperis  terramed- 
f  d aver  of  am  cujufcunque  viri  mulierisve,  qui  mtabili  qmcmaus 
jp  morbo  moriebatur ,  eandemque  des  ullomafculo  autfitmina,  eo- 
I  dem  morbo  cont aminabuntur  ;  in  morbis  aliquibus  odoretant&m 
I  hoc  efficiMt  Exempfd  gratia ,  in  lefts ,  tue  Feme*,  feu  morbo 
I  -Gallico  Elephant  iaji  five  Lepra. 

K  •  Thofe  who  are  thus  wrought  upon  by  forctry  may  be  in  feci  - 
I  ed  with  mofi  kinds  of  difeafes  whatfoeyer :  As  I  have  fuffici- 
I  entiy  difeovered  in  my  Practice  of  Phyftck  Befides  1  have- 
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fefted  and,fpoi!ed,  as  inftancebear'cream,  and  milk,  whey,  : 
and  fuch  like,  that  neither  Houfe  wife  or  Dairy  Maid  could 
make  any  good  ufe  thereof.  I  fliall  relate  one  Example  here¬ 
of.  when  I  was  a  Boy  my  Father  kept  a  Dairy  at  a  place  cal¬ 
led  Sheffield  near  Reading,  and  one  of  my  Sifters  had  the 
charge  thereof,  upon  a  time  my  Father  defired  her  to  make 
fome  wilde  curds,  and  to  fend  them  home}  which  fhe  did 
endeavour  to  do,  but  could  make  none.  The  reafon  was,  as 
fhe  conceived  becaufe  an  Old  woman (fufpefted  for  a  Witch) 
was  at  that  time  denyed  whey,  who  went  muttering  away 
difcontented.  Thenextday  my  Father  came  with  one  of  his 
Brothers,  named  John  B lagrave,  a  man  of  great  knowledge  in 
Aftrology  and  Philofophy,  as  appears  by  his  many  works  in 
print  Now  my  Father  alkt  her  why  fhe  lent  him  no  curds,  fhe 
told  him,  fhe  could  make  none,  notwithftanding  fhe  had  ufed 
her  beft  fkill }  and  related  what  is  aforefaid  concerning  the 
Woman  fufpefted:  Now  my  Fathers.Brother  aforefaid  being 
defirous  to  make  further  tryal  hereof  went  into  the  Houfe,  and 
caufed  the  whey  to  be  hung  over  the  fire  again  which  no  foon 
er  was  done,  butprefently  it  rumbled,  and  made  anoifc,  as 
if  many  bullets  had  been  in  it,  whereupon  he  caufed  the  Kettle 
and  whey  to  be  taken  from  the  fire,  and  caufed  a  greater  fire 
to  be  made  ;  He  alfo  called  for  a  cord  and  an  iron  wedge,  he 
took  the  cord,  and  bound  the  Kettle  round  about,  and  wreft- 
ed  it  very  hard,  and  then  caufed  the  Kettle  with  whey  to  be  fet 
over  the  fire  again,  and  having  heat  the  wedge  red  hot,  put 
him  into  the  whey,  and  i mn  ediately  there  was  abundance  of 
curds  rofe  up,  after  which  my  llnckle  fent  a  meflenger  to  the 
fufpefted  Witches  houfe  to  know  how  fhe  did,  who  brought 
word, that  afcer  much  knocking  at  length  fhe  opened  the  door,  j 

where  he  found  the  Witch  or  fufpe&ed  perfon  fhrunk  up 
like  a  purfe or  leather  put  into  the  fire.  By  which  it  appear-  • 
etb,  that  part  of  the  vital  fpirit  of  the  Witch  was  infufed  into 
the  whey, for  otherwife  it  could  not  have  wrought  fo  violently 
upon  her,  for  fhould  the  poyfonous  matter,  or  thing  be  given 
or  ufed  alone  without  fome  blood  or  vital  fpirit  of  the  Witch 
mingled  with  it,  the  burning  of  the  patients  blood  or  urin 
would  not  hurt  them, or  the  putting  this  red  hot  wedg  into  the 
whey,  could  no  way  have  afflicted  her,  which  it  did  by  Sym¬ 
pathy,  as  appeared  by  her  body  jbeing  fhrunk  up  as  aforefaid.

THe  curing  of  fuch  who  are  bewitched,  is  not  done  only 
by  fuch,  who  are  called  white  Witches,  f  as  many 
foolifh  do  imagine  j  for  the  white  Witch  and  the  black 
Witch  are  all  one,  as  I  have  elfewhere  exprefted,  they  are 
,but  confederate  Witches,  the  one  Witch  by  thorn,  p",b,  or 
^  needle  pricks  into  the  Imdgethrough .  the fubtiity  of  the  D'.vil 
citifeth  the  infirmity,  pain,  or  iam'enefs  y  the  other  Witch 
giveth  forth,  that  fhe  can  cure,  and  fo  when  the  friends  of 
the  bewitched  cometh  unto  the  white  Witch,  or  cunning  wo¬ 
man  ([they  divide  the  gain}  and  the  cure  is  quickly  done, 
its  but  pulling  forth,  the  thorn,  pin  ornecdle,  and  the  Path 
ent  is  cured,  and  I  have  been  credibly  informed  by.  fome 
who  'have  gon  to  thefe  cunning  women,  or  white  Witches ; 
that  their  Cattle,  or  the  Patient  affiifted  have  been  perfectly 
,  well  before  they  have  gotten  home:  but  as  I  have  already 
declared, after  either  man  or  bead  have  been  bewitched  above 
moneth,  they  cannot  cure  them,  efpecially,  if  the  pain  con-, 
tinue  in  one  place  all  that  time,  but  fometimes  they  will 
move  the  thorn,  pin,  or  needle  into  fome  other  part  of  the 
'  body,  thatfo  they  may  have  remedy  when  they  come  unto 
them  ;  for  after  the  pain  or  infirmity  have  been  of  above  a 
moneth  ftanding,  the  grief  will  get  into  the  fiefh,  blood  and 
vital  parts,  and  then  the  pulling  forth  of  the  thorn,  and  the 
reft  will  do  the  Patient  but  little  good,  and  cannot  poftibJy 
help  them,  wherefore  in  this  condition  the  Patients  friends 
muft  of  neceftiry  repair  unto  fuch  who  are  well  'killed  m

where  Sorcery  hath  been  wrought  upon  the  patient,  by  reafon 
it  breaketh  forth  immediately  into  fome  Poyfonous  ofiin- 
feftious  inward  grief  or  infirmity,  which  can  no  way  be  cured 
(except  by  accident  )  but  by  the  Agrol  Pkihfiphkaly/ay,

and  then  after  lome  f  nail  ftav,  they  muff  begin  another  word, 
rnd  fo  forward  until  his  mind  is  known,  which  being  done, 
the  other  friend  with  his  Load-ftone  muff  do  as  before,  mov¬ 
ing  genriy  from  letter  to  fetter  if r til  he  hath  returned  anfvver 
accordingly :  this  will  hold  true  if  rightly  managed,  *  i

N regard  it  hath  been  my  cuftom  together  with  my  dai^ 

-  ly  pradice  in  Phyfickfor  many  years  paft,  by  the  rules  of 
Aftrolozy*  not  only  to  give  judgment  upon  Deeumbiturcs  .and 
Urines  of  fkk  perfons,  bat  alfo  upon  Nativities ;  a^d  te  re* 
folve  all  Horary  Queftions,  as  Thefts,  Strays  amongft  Cattle, 
and  Fugitives,  and  by  reafon  whereof,  many  foolifh  and  igno* 
rant  people,  and  other, who  think  themfelves  wife  alto.hatn 
rafhly  and  unadvifedly  judged  my  ways  and  actions  of  this 
nature,  tobe  Diabolical  i  and  thereupon,hath  not  only  them¬ 
felves  refufed  to  come  or  fend  unto  me  for  help,  m  cale  o 
ficknefs ,  but  hath  alfo  diverted  others  upon  the  like  occasions 
■whereupon  to  fatisfie  both  my  friends, and  others,  Antagomi  s, 

I  have  inferred  thefe  judgments  following,  according  unto 
the  rules  of  Aftrohgy,  which  may  ferve,  together  with  other 
directions  in  this  Book  elfewhere  exprefled,  if  well  heeded , 
not  only  to  fatisfie  the  learned  in  this  Art,  concern  tng  the  .e~ 
gallityof  my  way  ofPradice  herein, but  alfo  to  inflrudoth 
who  are  young  ftudents  in  this  Art :  I  could  have  mferted 
Figures  for  every  queftion,  having  many  hundreds  lying  by 
me,  but  being  unwilling  to  fpend  time,  or  blot  PaPer* 
with,  prefuming  that  what  I  have  wr.tten  will  be  fuffici* 
cntly  fatisfadoryumo  each  friendly  Beaded  yet  for  farther 
fatisfadion  I  (hall  refer  the  defirous  herein  unto  my  Ephmcrh 
for  the  year.r  6p  8,  Wherein  I  have  not  only  by  Scripture,  and 
reafon  vindicated  the  Art  of  A(hal«gy,  but  alfo  have  mferted 
therein  three  Schemes  with  judgments  Aftrologtcal  thereupon. 
The  one  concerning  drays  amongft  Cattle  :  The  fecon  ^con¬ 
cerning  Thefts :  The  third,  concerning  S.cknefs  .  I  confef 

I  h ave  denyed  many,  concerning  queftions  of  Thefts, for  it 
neither  brings  credit,  noryet  much  gain  to  the  Artift .  for  let-a 
man  be  never  fo  exad  herein  what  will  they  for  the  moft  part 
fay  >  If  by  the  Art  we  difeover  the  theef,and  way  of  the  goods 

furely  he  doth  it  by  the  Devil, how  could  h^fo.f a^. C'^’f: 
cover  the  Theef  and  way  of  the  goods  i  but  if  be  chance  to 
mifs,  as  fometimes  we  may  do  by  taking,  a  wrong  afeen- 
danr,  and  more  efpecially,  when  a  wrong  time  .s  grver i  for 
the  time  of  looting :  then  they  will  afturedly  lay -

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we  do  but  cozen  and  cheat  people  of  their  mony,  befides  it 
oft  times  brings  trouble  to  the  Artift :  I  /hall  relate  one  acci¬ 
dent  which  befel  me  herein  .•  Once  a  Butcher  of  our  Parilh 
having  loft  fome  linnen,  and  linnen  Cloathes,  came  with  his 
wire  to  my  houfe,  defiring  me  to  Ered  a  Figure,  and  thereby 
to  inform  him  who  had  it,  or  what  became  of  the  linnen^ 
Now  by  the  Figure,  1  did  diferibe  a  Maid  fervant.  who 
lived  m  the  house  j  when  he  came  home,  he  unadvifedly  cal. 
eth  his  Maid  thcef,  faying, fhe  had  ftoln  his  linnen, whereupon 
fire  goeth  to  the  Juftice  for  a  Warrant,  to  bring  her  Mailer  be¬ 
fore  him,  pretending,  that  he  had  done  her  much  wrong  in 
defair.eing  her  *  now,  her  Mailer  to  excufe  himfelf,  layeth  the 
Jau.t  on  me  *  whereupon,  I  was  fent  for  by  Warrant,  to  ap- 

■f  %r-  d7icr>  ,v?h,ch  accordingly  J  did,  where  I  met  with 

a  Minuter  ot  Reading,  who  was  a  great  enemy  unto  Aflroloev 
who, as  I  was  informed,came  on  purpofe  to  aggrevate  the  mat¬ 
ter  againll  me,  maintaining,  that  the  Art  was  Diabolical* 
whereupon  having  heard  all  my  accufations.  with  many  vile 
reproaches  with  fo  much  patience  as  polfi'bly  I  could,  I  at 
length,  defired  the  Juftice  that  I  might  be  heard,  and  not  in¬ 
terrupted  until  he  had  fully  heard, what  I  could  fay, which  was 
granted  }  whereupon  inthefirft  place,  as  touching  the  Maid, 

I  told  the  Juftice  that  what  I  faid  unto  the  Butcher,  vvas  no 
more  than  what  I  difeoveredby  the  Art  of  Apology:  which 
Art  was  known, and  allowed  in  all  Schools  of  learning  through 
the  World  ;  and  that  Icould'both  by  Scripture,'  and  reafon 
prove  It  to  be  Lawful,  if  I  might  be  heard*  the  Minifter  r<*- 
plycd,  he  would  maintain  the  contrary,  I  askt  him, if  he  would 
argue  it  with  me  in  point  of  Art,,  which  I  thought  he  under¬ 
stood  not;,  or,  m, Divinity,  that  which  he  profelted  -  he  faid. 
by  Divinity  Ianfwered,  that  I  was  content;  after  fome  ar¬ 
guments  I  defired  his  anfvver,  concerning  the  1. of  SamueLthe 
p.  Chapter  Where  we  find  that  Saul,  together  with  one  of  his 
Fathers  Servants  was  fent  forth  to  fearchfor  his  Fathers  After 
tnat  was  loft ,  who  after  three  days  fear ch  in  the  Wildernefs  could 
not  find  them  :  whereupon, they  communed  together  what  to  do* 
who  conclude  f  to  go  to  the  Seer, which  ms  Samuel  the  Prophet : 
for  Prophets,  as  the  Marginal  Notes  teftifies,  were  fomet.mes

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and  at  home)  bidding  themyreturn  in  peace.  The  Minifter  hear¬ 
ing  this  after  fomepaufe,  faid,  Samuel  was  too  blame:  Now 
the  matter  of  difcovering  goods  loft  was  the  only  thing  urged 
againft  me  (for  he  could  not  ke  ignorant  of  the  ftrong  influ¬ 
ence  which  the  Stars  and  Planets  have  upon  all  fublunary 
Creatures  in  other  regards :  j  The  Juftice  hearing  his  weak 
reply,  told  him  plainly,  that  for  ought  he  could  perceive, 

I  was  too  hard  for  him,  and  wifhed  him  to  give  over  his  dif.  ' 
courfe,  unlefs  he  could  produce  better  matter ;  not  long  af¬ 
ter,  notwithftanding  this  Maids  impudence,  maintaining  the 
contrary  againft  her  Matter  and  Dame,  and  my  felf :  at  a  fair 
fhe  was  apprehended  at  Reading  and  brought  before  the  fame 
Juftice  with  fotne  of  her  Dames  linning  cloathes  upon  her, 
and  then  fhe  kneeled  down  and  beg’d  for  mercy,  but  what 
punifhment  fhe  had,  or  what  became  of  her  afterwards  I  ne¬ 
ver  inquired,  neither  do  I  defire  as  I  faid  before,  to  be  trou¬ 
bled  with  fuch  queftions. 

|  Of  Horary  Ghieftions* 


BY  a  Horary  Queftion,  any  one  matter  or  thing  may  fee 
refolved  which  concerneth  the  querent,  provided,  that 
the  afeendant,  together  with  its  Lord,  or  Planet  pofited  in 
the  afeendant,  or  Sign  where  the  Lord  of  the  afeendant  is, 
doth  perfonate  the  querent:  and  that  the  figure  be  radical. 
There  is  no  matter  or  thing  whatfoever,  but  will  be  concern¬ 
ed  in  one  of  the  twelve  houfes :  as  for  example,  if  it  concerns 
the  querents  perfon,  then  the  firft  houfe  doth  it  ;  ifhisettate 
the  fecorid  houfe;  if  his  kindred  or  neighbours,  the  third 
houfe ;  if  his  Father,  or  lands,  or  dwellings,  or  the  end  of  any 
thing,1*  the  fourth  houfe;  if  his  children  play,  meflengers,  ©r 
agents,  then  the  fifth  houfe ;  if  his  fervants,ficknefs,  or  fmall 
cattle,  the  fixth  houfe ;  if  love  queftions,  his  wife,  publick 
enemies,  or  thefts,  the  feventh  houfe ;  if  wills,  legacies,  the 
dowry  of  the  wife,  or  manner  of  death,  the  eighth  houfe  ; 
if  long  voyages,  or  journeys,  church  matters,  religion,  or 
dreams,  the  ninth  houfe ;  if  honour,  office,  or  preferment, 
then  the  tenth  houfe;  if  his  friends,  the  eleventh  houfe ;  if 
private  enemies,  great  cattle,  or  witches,  then  the  twelfth 
houfe;  there  may  be  many  other  matters  or  things  refolved  by 
the  twelve  houfes,  but  thefe  are  the  molt  ufuai,  and  mate* 
*iai*  ;  ■  .  .  £  7 
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Of  7  hefts  and  Strays  among  jl  Cattle . . 
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T Here  are  two  wayes  in  giving  Judgment, yj  eafe  of  Ioffes  : 

The  one  is  by  Freeing  a  Schem  for  the  time  of  a  thing 
being  loft  or  ftrayed,  or  otherwifej  if  the  party  beprefent 
that  loft  the  goods,  or  that  was  trufted  with  the  goods,  to  take 
the  prefent  rime  when  firft  the  queltion  was  pronounded.and 
fo  to  Ere  ft  a  Figure,  taking  care  that  it  be  adical,  and  that 
the  afeendant  together  with  its  Lord,  or  Planet ppfited  in  the 
afeendant  dorh  perfonate  th€  Querent  ,  If  it  concerns  Cattle 
or  any. other  thing  loft  or  miff,  and  that  the  querent  is  uncerV 
tain,  whether  it  be  ftoln,  flraidtfor  cafually  loft,  you  muff  in 
tiiis  calc  examine  by  an  E0merjt.pt  Almanack,  which  hath 
the  daily  motions  of  the  Planets ,  whether  the  Lord  of  the 
firft,  or  fecond  houle,or  Lord  of  part  of  Fortune, or  the  Lord  of 
'idle  houfe  of  the  Moon,  or  of  her  term, doth  feperate  from  any 
Planet  by  any  Afpeft  whatfoever ;  then  you  may  conclude, 
that  the  thing  is  not  . ftoln  :  all  Planets  which  are  loweft  in 
their  Spheres,  arefaid  to  fe  perate  from  a  higher  Planet  when 
they  depart,  from  them  by  any  Afpefi  whattoeven  Butiia 
fsigher  Planet  happen  to  be  Retrograde, that  ingoing  backward 
in  motion,then  the  higher  Planet  may  be  faid,  to  feparate  from 
a  lower ;  Mow  if  on  the  contrary  you  find,  ihit  neither  the 

Afeendant,  or  fecoiid  houfe  j  or  Lord  of  part  of 
Fortune}  or  Lord  Of  the  houfe  of  the  Moon  or  of  his  term, doth 
ieparate  from  other  Planets,  but  that  other  Planets  doth  fepa  • 
rate  from  them,  then  we  may  conclude,  that  ,  the  Cattle  or 
thing  loft  is  ftbjri,  if  the  reparations  be  near  equal,  .then  the 
Plurality  of  teftimonies  muft  be  regarded ;  if  you  find  by  the 
rules  before  going,  that  th.' Cattle  or  thing  rnift,  is  ftraid  or 
cafually  loft,  and  not  ftoln  ;  then  ydu  muft  have  regard  to  the 
Moan, Sc  Lord  ofthe  twelfth, if  it  be  great  Cattle-, or  to  the  Lord 
©f  the  fixth,  if  ic  be  ftnall  Cattle, as  Sheep  Hogs, Goats, and  fuch 
like  ;  'and  obferve  what  figns  the  Moon,  and  Lord  of  the  houfe 
of  the  Cattle  are  in-,  or  part  of  fortune, or  his  Lord, and  judge 
by  the  ftrongeft;  and  then  obferve  the  nature  ofthe  Sign,  whe¬ 
ther  Fiery,  Earthy,  Airy,  or  Watery,  and  what  places  they  re. 
prefents  and  then  obferve,  whether  the  Planets  be  in  Angles, 
fuccedant  or  cadent  houfes.  and  whether  in  moveable,  fixt,or 
common  Signs  and  how  many  Signs  or  Degrees  there  is,  be¬ 
twixt  the  Aicendant  and  Planet  which  repreferiteth  the  Cat¬ 
tle  loft,and  fo  judge  accordingly ;  fixt  Signs,  and  cadent  Hois’ 
fes  alwayes  figntfie  the  greateft  distances,  and  we  ufually  alow 
for  every  fixtSign,  four  .miles ,  for  common  figns,  and  fucce- 
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dant  houfes  we  ufually  allow  fetiiewhat  above  half  fa  modi 
as  we  do  for  fixr  figns,  tljat  is  about  two  miles  and  a  half  for 
every  common  Sign;  moveable  Signes  afid  Angles  fheweth 
the  Cattle  to  be  near  the  place,  and  for  every  moveable  Sign, 
we  ufually  allow  but  half  a  mile :  Now  had  the  goods  loft 
been  Gold  Rings,  or  Gold,  Plate,  or  Silver,  or  Linnen,  ot  Pre- 
tious  Sones,  as  Rubies,  or  Diamonds,  or  the  like  ;  then  we 
muft  take  notice,  what  Sign  the  Lord  of  the  fecond  is  in,  and 
likewife,  what  fign  the  part  of  Fortune  is  in,  and  his  Lord. ; 
alio  the  Lord  or  fignificator  of  the  thing  loft,  what  fign  he  is 
in, as  if  Gold  which  is  under  the  5  an,  or  Silver  under  th  e.Moon, 
or  Linnen  under  Venus,  likewife  a  Diamond  is  under  l  am  * 
and  the  Ruby  under  the  Sun  ;  alfo  the  fourth  houfe,  and  ms 
Lord  are  to  be  regarded,  as  fhewing  the  end  of  all  things,  and 
you  muft  judge  according  unto  the  Plurality  of  teftimomes , 
if  the  fignificators  be  in  Fiery  Signes,  it  fheweth, the  goods  loft 
to  be  near  the  Fire,  or  Chimney  ;  if  in*Earthy  Signs,  then  in 
fbtne  low  place,  or  with  earth;  if  in  Watery  Signs,  then  in. 
Or  Dear  fome  Water,  as  fink,  pump,  or  feftern,  or  fuch  like  : 
if  in  Airy  Signes,  then  above  ftaires  or  in  fome  lngh  place. 
But  ifon  the  contrary, by  the  rules  aforefaid  you  find  the  thing 
ftole,  then  the  defeription  of  the  thief  and  what  became  of 
the  goods,  is  as  followeth  .  firft  the  thief  is  deferibed  by  that 
Planet  which  is  peregrine  in  an  Angle,  if  no  peregrine  Planet 
be  in  an  Angle,  or  fecond  houfe,  then  the  Lord  of  the  feventh 
houfe  (hall  befignificatorol  the  thief,  fomecimes  the  Lord  of 
'  the  hour  will  do  it, when  the  time  of  lofing  is  certainly  known; 
if  many  peregrine  Planets  be  in  Angles ;  more  efpecially ,  when 
a  double  bodied  Sign  afeends,  then  itfhews  lo  mary  thieves. 
A  Planet  is  faid  to  be  peregrine,  when  he  is  out  of  all  eilential, 
dignities,  viz.  neither  in  his  houfe,  exaltation,  .triplicity,, 
tetm’,  or  face,  having  found  by  Violomies  Table  in  the  Alma¬ 
nack  what  Plar.et  or  Planets  are  ptregr  rtc,  you  may  dc- 
feribe  their  perfons  in  this  Book,  under  the  title  ot  the- 
Bodily  Shape,  and  which  of  the  Planets  generally  rule. 
The  way  of  the  goods  if  found  thus,  if  the  Lord  of  the 
fecond  houfe,  and  fignificator  of  the  thief  be  joyned  to¬ 
gether,  or  have  any  friendly  Aipeft  unro  each  other,  or  be 
in  one  triplicity,  or  if  the  fignificator  of  the  thief  dotlv 
difpofe  of  the  Querents  part  of  Fortune,  or  the  Lord 
of  the  fecond  houfe,  or  the  fignificator  of  the  goods , 
Then  we  may  conclude,  that  the  goods  are  wit  i  ie 
thief,  and  at  his  difpofing ;  but  if  the  fignificator  of 
the  Thief  be  feparared  from  what  is  aforefaid , 
and  doth  apply;  or  if  the  Mm,  or  any  o- 
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otJiednferiour  planet  doth  feparnc  from  the  fignificator  of 
the  Thief  and  apply  unto  another  planet,  he  fliaif  be  the  re- 
eetver,  which  is  hgnified  by  that  planet,  you  muft  judge  the 
way  and  diftance  of  the  theif  according  unto  the  Lm  and 
quarters  of  Heaven,  where  the  fignificator  of  rhe^ieHs 
accounting  from  the  afcendant,  as  is  before  exprefled.

AS  in  queftionsof  thefts  and  Grays,  fo  the  like  in  Fugitives 
judgement  is  given  either  by  ereftinga  fcheam,  for  the 
time  offtraying  or  going  away,  orotherwife,  for  the  itime  of 
the  querents  coming If  you  have  the  exaCt  time  of  the  fugi¬ 
tives  going  away.  Then  the  Afcendant,  its  Lord,  the  Moon  and 
Planet  pofited  in  the  afcendant  or  angle,  efpecially  if  he  per- 
fonate  the  fugitive,  fliall  befignificators  of  the  fugitive,and  ac 
cording  unto  the  Nature  of  the  Signs,  and  places  by  them  fig- 
mhed  and  quarters  of  heaven,  wherefoeverf  we  find  them  toge¬ 
ther  with  their  applications  unto  other  Planets  judgements  is 
ufually^given.-If  thofe  fignificators  be  in  or  [apply  unto  tfuffign 
Gemint,  then  we  conclude  they  are  travelled  towards  London  A 
mCaprtcornthen  Oxford*  fin  Virgo  .Reading,  it  Cancer ,  Gotland-, 
tiTaurus,  Ireland ;  if  the  principal  fignificator  as  in  the  ninth 
houfe,  or  joyned  to  the  Lord  of  the  ninth,  then  we  conclude 
they  are  for  a  voyage  or  long  intended  journyjnorth  figns  fhew 
northward,  Eaft  Signs  eaftward,  Weft  figns  wcftward.  South 
figns  fouthward  :  Alwayes  obferving  the  quarter  of  heaven  :  if 
the  planets  concerned  befwiftin  motion,  and  in  movable 
figns,  then  they  go  apace,  if  in  fixt  figns  and  flow  in  motion 
then  they  go  but  flow  j  but  if  the  time  of  flying  be  not  per¬ 
fectly  known ,  then  we  ereCt  the  figure  according  unto  the 
time  when  the  queftion  was  propounded,  and  fo  the  Lord 
of  the  feventh  houfe  joyning  there  with  Mercury  and  the  Moon. 
but  more  efpecially  that  planet,  which  doth  own  the  fugitive 
according  unto  fhape  and  profeflion  :  alfo  we  muft  confider 
what  relation  the  fugitive  hath  to  the  querent,  whether  wife 
or  husband,  kindred  or  fervant,  and  the  like,  andiftheper- 
fonal  fhape  of  the  fugitive  doth  correfpond  with  the  pfj* 
net  which  is  Lord  of  the  houfe  inquired  after  ,  you  may 
with  the  more  confidence  give  judgement  thereby,  I  have  oft- 
times  given  judgement  upon  thefe  queftions,  and  ffind  they 
will  hold  true,  if  well  heeded. 
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'"T'rHe  Aftrological  way  whereby  to  give  judgement  at  the 
1  view  or  firft  fight  of  the  urine,  both  in  acute  and 
.  chronick  griefs,  is  immediately  to  etch  a  figure,  and  fo  to 
vary  your  afeendant  that  it  may  be  radical  and  that  the  afc 
Cendant  together  with  its  Lord  may  perforate  the  fick,  and 
:  if  the  griefs  be  acme,  then  the  time  of  decumbiture  or  firft 
falling  ill,  muff  be  inquired  after,  that  fo  the  allured  place  ■ 
of  the  Moon  in  any  of  the  twelve  Signs  may  be  obtained,  for 
*  by  the  Moon  in  any  of  the  twelve  Signs  afflifted  of  the  infor¬ 
tunes,  the  grief  is  difeovered  together  with  its  caufe  and  ter¬ 
mination.  But  if  the  grief  be  chronick  that  is  of  above  aMonths 
(landing  then  from  theSaft/'the  afeendant  fixth  houfe  and  their 
Lords  afflicted,  judgment  is  ufually  given.  In  regard  I  have 
already  at  large  fet  forth  my  way  of  practice  herein,  I  fiul! 
in  this  place  onely  in  brief  fet  down,  what  I  find  concerning 
my  experience  inurins,for  although  an  exaft  judgement  both 
concerning  the  grief,  together  with  its  caufe  and  termination 
(  by  urine,)  cannot  be  obtained,  yet  fome  general  judgements 
thereby  may  be  given,  Which  may  well  ferve  for  a  four  penny 
reward  :  Firft  if  the  urin  be  of  an  amber  colour  Q  and  the  pa- 
i  tientill)  for  generally  that  coloured  urine  ftievveth  health 
I  of  body  )  Then  the  grief  or  infirmity  iyeth  in  the  vital  and 
f  animal  fpirits  from  whence  doth  proceed  palfies,  palpi¬ 
tations,  and  convulsions,  and  luch  like  diftempers :  In  this 
I  condition  the  urine  is  not  concerned  by  reafon  the  blood  and 
I  thofe  paflages  from  whence  the  urine  doth  proceed,  are  not 
l  infefted,  for  the  iirine  is  but  the  excrement  of  blood  ;  ifthe 
f  .  urine  be  white  or  paleifh,  it  ftieweth  great  weaknefs  both  in 
I  ftomachand  body,  and  ifthe  urine  be  high  coloured  and  red, 

I  itargueth  a  fever,  or  that  fome  extraordinary  pain  doth  af- 
I  "\fliftthe  Sick,  but  the  place  where  and  caufe  why  cannot  be 
I  known  without  a  figure ;  fomerimes  it  flieweth  plenitude  of 
I  blood ;  efpecially  if  the  veins  be  hi  gh,  if  gravel  or  red  fand  apv- 
I  pear  at  the  bottom  it  fheweth  the  Stone  in  the  reins,kidnies,or 
I  bladder.  Ifthe  urine  be  of  a  light  Tandy  colour,  and  fomewhaf 
I  thick, it  fheweth  great  cold  raken,and  oft  times  it  turneth  unto 

■  an  ague, and  ifthe  urine  be  ftimy  and  fomwhat  thick, it  threat- 
neth  worms  in  young  people,  and  confumptions  in  elder  £ 
but  ifthe  urine  be  green  or  black  coloured  it  ufually  fhew¬ 
eth  death  to  enfue,  alfo  if  the  urine  be  of  a  lad  brown  co¬ 
lour  it  threarneth  death,  I  quertion  not  but  that  Authors  have, 
largely  and  learnedly  written  hereupon ,  unto  whom  I  fhall 
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1  do  feldom  trull,  or  rely  upon  my  judg  ment  herein,  ncjthe. 
do  I  adminilter  anyPhyfick  thereby  for  theAltrological,Sym- 
pathetical  and  antipathetical  way  of  adminiftringPhyfick  can¬ 
not  be  done  without  a  Figure,  for  the  llrength  and  weaknefs 
of  the  Planets  afflicting  and  afflicted  mult  firit  be  difcovcred  ; 
thofe  who  are  well  verfed  in  the  Art  of  Ajirslogy  need  no 
urine,  for  I  my  felf  oft  times,  when  the  urine  hath  been 
brought  in  a  flone  bottle  have  defcribed  what  kind  of  urine  it 
was,  and  how  coloured  by  my  figure,  more  efpecially  in  a- 
cute  griefs,  when  the  time  of  decumbiture  or  firft  falling 
HI  have  been  known.

Concerning  the  casing  forth  of  Devils  out  of  fitch  ,  who 
are poffcffcf  with  the  true  way  and  manner  how  to 
do  it  according  unto  the  Authors  experience  and  per- 

•  formance  thereof  with  fome  obfervations^  whereby  to 

know  whether  they  arc  pnjfejfcd  or  no-  » 

THe  occafion  which  firft  moved  me  to  undertake  the  ca¬ 
lling  forth  of  Devils  was  as  followcth.  One  Goodman 
Alexander  a.  Turner  by  trade,  living  at  Bafing-flo^e  in  the 
County  of  Southampton  had  a  Daughter,  who  was  notonely 
perplexed  with  very  ftrongfits,  which  ufually  took  her  eve¬ 
ry  day  near  the  fame  hour,  every  fit  lafling  above  twelve^ 
hours,  toeing  very  terrible  to  behold,  during  which  time  with' 
many  fhrieks  and  cries,  and  through  extream  torment  (he  was 
brought  fo  low,  both  in  body  and  Spirit,  that  (he  could  not 
move  or  wag  any  part  of  her  body  or  limbs  from  the  middle 
downward  j  her  Father  told  me  he  had  fpent  much  money 
upon  feveral  DoClors  and  others  but  they  could  do  her  no 
good,  whereupon  hearing  by  fome,  what  great  cures  I  had 
done,  he  came  and  told  me  what  her  condition  was,  as  I 
have  in  part  related,- defiring  me  to  undertake  the  cure.  I 
defired  to  know  at  what  hour  and  time  her  fits  ufually  did 
begin,  which  he  told  me,  according  unto  which  time  I  did 
ereCt  a  Scheam,  and  according  to  the  Rules  of  Aflrology  in  this 
book  elfewhereexpre(Ted,T  did  find  fhe  was  either  bewitched 
6r poflefled Her  Father  was  very  earngft  with  me  to  under-  . 
take  the  cure,  and  I  could  not-'  lame  him.  fhe  having  been  in 
this  condition,  above  twelveimonths  *,  and  befides  he  made  his 
bargain  fo,  chat  it  I  did  not  effeCt  the  cure,  I  was  to  lofe  all  my- 
pains  and  charges  upon  which, agreement  being  made;  tlieM  aid 
was  brought  to  my  houfe, whereupon  obferving  and  taking  no*: 
*ice  of  her  kind  of  fits,  and  having  made  fome  tryal  upon  her 
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fey  way  of  queftions,  and  her  anfwers,  for  fhe  could  not  fay,- 
©T  once  name  God,  Jefus  Glirift,  or  Deliver  us  fronrEu'l,  or 
tfie  like  but  that  immediately  (lie  would  be  tormented,  falling 
into  ftrange  fits;  whereupon,  I  told  her  Father,  that  Are  was 
poneued  by  the  Devil,  and  that  it  would  be  unpoffible  to  cure 
her,  except  the  Devil  were  firfl  caft  forth;  I  alfo  advifed 
him,  to  get  one  godly  Minifteror  other  to  try  what  he  could 
00  by  his  means,  and  devotion;  whereupon,  and  not  before 
he  told  me  ,hat  he  had  done  that  already :  For  the  Miniftec 
°f  the  Parilh,  whofe  name  was  Mr  Webb  ©ne  reputed  to  be  a 
very  horiefi,  godly,  and  Xearned  man  did  undertake  t<?  do  it  i 
and  came  to  his  houfe  two  feveral  times  to  that  purpofe,  but 
<<?uld  not  prevail ;  notwithAanding  he  fpent  about  three; 
Hours  titneintryal  thereof  at  his  firff  coming,  yet  he  was 
forced  to  defifl :  but  withal,  told  her  father,  that  at  the  next 
coming  he  would  be  better  prepared,  and  accordingly  he  did 
come  the  fecond  time,  but  could  not  prevjile  then  neither, 
during  all  the  time  that  he  was  in  action  about  this  bufinefs, 
the  Maid  was  extreataly  torthent&lj  it  being’ as  before  near 
three  hours  before  he  tnded,  who  then  fair!  to  her  Father, 
lord  have  mercy  upon  me  I  cannot  do  it,  wherefore  I  advifeyni 
to  looi out  farther,  perddventure  you  may  meet  with  one  or  other *. 
who  may  haveftrengthoffaith,andagiftto  do  it ,  andlil^ewsfe, 
to  care  her  dijlemperi  f  confefs,  when  f  heard  by  her  Father* 
what  the  MiniAer  had  done,  I  began  to  be  fomevvhat  danteef, 
but  when  I  confidered  that  it  would  much  refleft  upon  my 
reputation,  to  fend  the  Maid  homeagairi  uncured;  and  far¬ 
ther  confidering,  that  by  Prayers,  and  ftrengch  of  Faith  ic 
might  be  done;  more efpecially,  where  ij  pleafed  God  to 
give  any  one  that  gift,  which  gift  is  obtained  by  Prayer,  and 
flrength  of  Faith  :  I  alfo  farther  confidered,  that  both  before 
and  fince  ChriAs  time  Devils  were  caA  forth  out  of  fuch  who 
were  pofleffed,  as  appeajeth  by  the  anfvver  of  our  Saviour 
Jefus  ChriAurtrothe  jews,  who  taxed  him,  faying,  Hecajl - 
eth  forth  Divels  through 'Eel^ebub  the  Prince  of  Devils.  If  I 
fay  our  Saviour  caA  forth  Devils  th'ough  Pekebub,  fywhoth 
did  your  Fat  hen  call  ‘them  forth  :  by  which  words  it  appeareth, 
that  the  Jews  had  done  it  before  ChriAs  time:  And 'further 
tellech  them,  That  a  Kingdom  divided  cannot  jlkndfrq.  Con  - 
/-.dering  thefe  reafens  aforefaid,  according  unto  the  method 
hereafter  exprefted,I  did  undertake  and  through  Gods  blcfling 
perform  this  great  work,  unto  whom  be  aferibed  all  honour. 
Power,  and  Glory,  with  Thankf- giving,  for  ever  more,  Amtn.i 
Before  f  proceed  to  fee  forth  the  way  and  manner,  how  I  did  ' 
through  Gods  bletfing  perform  this  great  work,  l  conceive-ki 
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will  be  neceflary  to  fay  fomewhat  concerning  the  tryal  of  the 
Patient,  whereby  »o know, whether  they  are  poflefled  or  no, 
which  is  as  followeth,  If  they  can  without  flop  or  ftarting  fay 
the  Lords  Prayer  :  alfo  pronounce  God,  Jefus,  Chrift  ,  and 
likewife  fay,  I  defie  the  Devil  and  all  his  works,  and  other  fuch 
like  Godly  expreflions :  then  ’tis  probable  they  are  not  at  that 
time  poflefled  :  and  then  you  raull  try  them  again  at  another 
time:  for.  as  we  find  in  Scripture,  there  are  forne  which  are 
poflefled  at  certain  times,  and  at  other  times  the  Devil  leav. 
eih  them.  But  as  concerning  this  Maid  in  queftion,  the  De¬ 
vil  did  never  forfakeher,  from  the  time  he  firft  entred  into 
her.  Alfo  fome  are  poflefled  with  Devils  which  fpeak  within 
them  at  certain  times,  asinftance,  this  Maid  was;  others 
are  poflefled  with  dumb  Spirits  which  will  not  fpealo,  nor  yet 
many  times  fuffer  the  Patient  to  fpeak, nor  yet  to  pray,  or  pro¬ 
nounce  God,  Jefus  Chrift,  the  holy  Trinity,  or  any  ocher 
fuch  like  expreflions,  for  fear  of  being  tormented  with  fits,  f 
have  caft  forth  of  both  kinds,  out  of  ft  c’l  who  were  poflefled » 
as  fhall  be  fhewed  in  order  I  fhall  firft  begin  with  this  Maid 
in  queftion,  whofe  fits  began  about  nine  a  clock  at  night,  and 
lafted  until  eight  a  clock  the  next  morning  v  during  which 
time  fhe  was  moft  fadly  afflidted, making  many  kinds  of  noifes, 
as  fometimes  crying,  fchritrhing,  howling,  alf©  fometitnes 
ufing  ftrange  adtions  and  geftures  of  her  body, as  twifting,and 
rwyning her  felf  abour,  fometimes  crawling  about  the  room 
with  many  other  ftrange  paflages  Now  from  eight  a  clock 
in  the  morning  until  noon,  fhe  would  refolve  all  queftions 
v.hatfocvcr,  and  give  true  anfwers  unto  them  as  have  many 
rimes  been  proved,  more  efpecially,  if  propounded  by  her 
Mother,  for  fhe  did  not  defire  to  talk  with  any  other  body  ex¬ 
cept  by  accident  •,  during  this  four  hours  they  did  ufually  put 
many  queftions  unto  her,  as  fometimes  asking,  what  became 
of  any  one  that  was  dead,  whether  they  went  to  Hell  or  to 
Heaven,  a  nd  fhe  would  inftantly  refolve  them  j  and  fo  far  as 
they  could  guefsfheanfwered  truly ;  for .  hofe  who  had  been 
evil  livers  fhe  would  tell  all  their  faults  and  mifdemeanours, 
and  how  they  lived, and  dyed,  and  what  difeafe,  and  where 
they  were  buried  likewife  :  fuch  who  were  godly  perfons  fhe 
would  fay  they  went  to  heaven  and  point  upwards,  although 
they  were  fuch  whom flie  never  faw  or  knew.  Alfo  fhe  would 
tell  the  names  of  any  ones  Father,  or  Grandfather, (although 
they  vyere  ftrangers)  and  where  they  lived  and  dyed,  and  of 
what  difeafe.  She  would  likewife  during  the  time  aforefaid 
refolve  any  queftion  of  d  eft,  whereof  they  had  many  tryals,

the  Market,  more  efpecially  Corn,  when  it  was  bought  or  fold. 
The  man  who  loft  the  Corn  went  prefently  to  the  place  afore- , 
faid,  where  he  had  His  Corn  accordingly,  f  could  inftance 

many  more  fuch  paflages,  but 1  fuppofe  this  one  is  enough  for 

fatisfaftion  herein.  Now  as  concerning  the  wav  and  method 
by  nie  ufed,  m  caftmg  forth  of  both  kinds  of  Devils,  or  evil 
Spirits  before  mentioned;  I  fhall  relate  as  followeth  ( there 
arc  thre^  principa1  caufes  or  things  co^derable  in  carting 
forth  oi  Devils,^.  Prayer  Faith,  and  The  efpecial  gift  of 
God  thereupon,  for  except  that  you  find  that  your  Faith  is. 
ltjron  ,  its  in  vain  to  undertake  this  bufinefs:  )  Firrt  you 
muft  heartily  pray  that  God  would  be  pleafed  to  give'  you 
this  great  gift,  and  to  ftrengthen  your  Faith,. and  .to  enable 

work:  this  was  the  fubftantial  matter 
of  my  Prayer,  as  for  matter  of  form  I  had  none;  the  rocm 
bemgmadcinreatlinefsfocloreas  I  could,  Imadeafumeof 
three  fubftantial  matters,  or  things  which  were  Solarv,  which 
k  tj**thpfcr  three .1  troncsiyed  to  be  a  moft  choice  (cleft  number 
for  many  perfons,  and  is  attributed  to  the  sunt  its  the  num- 
ber  of  the  blertcd  Trinity,  itsalfo  the  number  of  time,  vit. 
part,  prefent  and  to  come;  alfo  I  confidered ,  that  the  three  • 
Wife  men  brought  gifts  uifto  Chrift, vi^. Gold, Frankinfence, and 
Myrrh,  which,  gifts  are  all  of  a  Solary  quality  and  vertue,  and 
are  under  the  dominion  of  the  whereupon  f  made  choice 
of  the  two  latter,  vif>,  Frankinfence  and  Myrrh,,  but  inftead 
of  Gold  I  took  Rofe-mary  with  thefe  I  made  the  fume, which 
I  continued  until  tlje  work  was  ended  ;  r  alfo  pfetimes  gave 
the  Maid  of  the  dirtilled  waters  of  Marygolds,  R.ofemary,and 
Angelica,  or  fuch  like  Solary  plants,  being  all  three  under  the 
dominion  of  the  Sun ,  and  gathered  at  the  right  planetary 
hours,  when  l  firrt  began,  I  laid  my  hand  upon  the  Patient, 
but  finding  that  fhe together  with  the  Devti  began  to  rtrive  J

and  To  to  get  from  me, (he  being  marvellous  ftrong, yef  I  hd<f 
fa  ft  and  defired  her  Father  ( who  was  by  me  all  thc.whilei. 
was  about  it )  to  help  me,  which  he  did,  W  focthe moft 
part  1  held  her  my  felf,  having  gotten  her  at  the  belt  ad- 

vantage  I  could:  I  often  prayed,  attd  repeated  thefe  words 

following,  wr.  by  this  high  and  mighty  Power  and  Name 
Tetragrammaton.and  in  the  name  of  the  b]eftedTnnity,FarherY 
Son,  and  holy  Ghoft,  I  charge,  and  command  the  Devil  an* 
unclean  Spirit  to  come  forth  of  this  Maid,  and  to  depart 
fi  om  her  m  peace,  and  not  to  moleft  or  trouble  her  any, 
more;  after  this,  when  I  faw  that  the  unclean  Spirit  would 
not  come  forth,  1  faid  three  feveral  times y In  the  name  of  ft, 
fus  of  Nazareth  I  charge  thee  to  come  firth,  yet  notwithftand- 
ing  rasyet)  the  Devil  would  not  come  forth  :  the  truth  is,i 
I  find  that  ajl  Devils  or  evil  Spirits,  when  once  they  are 
gotten  into  the  poffeflion  of  anyone  will  be  very  unwilling] 
to  come  forth  of  their  habitation  ;  more  efpecially  when- 
they  have  been  long  fetled  in  the  body  :  l  often  gave  the  Pa-, 
tient  of  the  diftilled  waters  before  mentioned, and  then  pray  d 
again  «  at  the  firft ;  I  alfo  repeated  thofe  words  beVore  men , 
tioned  oftentimes,  refoiving  not  to  give  over  until  the  Devil 
was  inforced  to  leave  her,  and  during  the  fpace  of  above  two 
hours  I  continued  fometimes  m  Prayer,  and  between  wh  ies, 
repeating  the  words  ever  before  rehearfed  ;  at  length  the  Dc-  1 
viK Tame  forth,  but  invifible,  with  a  great  cry  and  hideous 
noife-  rayfing  a  fuddainguft  of  wind,  and  fovamfi.cd,  doing  | 
no  harm  either  to  her  Father  (who  was  prefent  all  1 d*  while) 
r.cr  vet  to  my  felf,  or  any  part  of  the  houfe .  her  Father  lcem 
ed  to  be  very  fearful,  and  fate  trembling,  f  and  truly  I  do  not 
much  blame  him  fori  believe  he  was  never  prefent  at  any 
fuch  bufmefs  before)  but  I  cheared  him  up  fo  well  as  I  cjould,  J 
bidding  him  fear  nothing,  and  willed  him  to  truft  in  Qod,  no? 
doubting  :  the  truth  is,  when  I  faw  him  fo  learbdJ  wd^d  him.  , 
to  depart,  telling,  him,  that  except  he  found  that  his.  Pa ith 
'  was  ftrong,  and  he  throughly  refolved  to  mdure  the  danger, 

cries  nolle,  and  trouble  of  it, he  might  unhappily 
when  I  was  moft  bufie;  for,  he  knew  oy  what  the  Mmiftei 
had  done’ before,  that  we  flrould  have  iome  ftruglmg  .  but 
his  anfwer  was,  that  what  ever  came  of  it,  he  was  refolved  ro 
live  and  dye  with  his  Child,  rather  than  fail;  whereupon  I 
went  on  with  the  work,  but  before  1  had  half  done  my  task, : 
he  hearing,  and  feeing  how  grievoufly  his  Daughter  was  tor¬ 
mented,  his  Spirits  ,  and  Faith  began  to  fad  him  ,  dc  i  n*, 
me  by  all  means  to  dehft,  and  give  over,  bit  1

promife,  and  ufing  fome  arguments  unco  hie,  and  telling  him 
that  except  he  yyould  -titlter  fit  |tilland  not  any  more  inter 
rupr  me,  or  orherwife  depart  the  room,  J  would  not  meddle 
any  further  in  the  Cure  ,  whereupon  he  refolved  to  induce 
it,  and  promifed  me  once  more,  that  he  would  be  filent  until 
I  had  finifhed,  which  accordingly  lie  did  perform  ;  immedi¬ 
ately  after  the  Devil  left  her  the  Maid  began  to  fpeak,  and  he 
fitts  never  troubled  her  any  more-,  and  within  a  lew  weeks 
after,  with  Dyet-drinks,  bathes  and  oyntments,  this  Maid  was 
perfectly  recovered  both  of  her  health,  arid  limbs  %  nottvith- 
ftjnding,  for  a  year  paft,  fhe  could  not  move  from  the  middle 
downwards,  her  limbs  being  ulelefs,  and  of  .no  ft rength,  ex¬ 
cept  during  the  time  of  her  fits,  and  then  fonietknes  fhe 
.would  be  very  itrong,and  at  othertimes  feemingly  dead,  fome- 
ing  at  the  mouth,  fometimes  fhe  would  fhreek, cry, and  groan, 
Sometimes  crawle  about  the  room,  as  in  part  I  have  before  re¬ 
lated  :  I  fhall  relate  one  paflage  more  which  happened,  con- 
ftantly  in  the  time  of  her  fits,  there  wa,s  ahvayes  brought  unto 
her  three  pins  and  but  one  at  a  time,  at  the  receipt  thereof  fhe 
feemadto  rejoyce  andfrnile,  faying,  ah  and  then  prefently 
flie  would  put  the  pin  into  her  mouth,  which  when  her  fa¬ 
ther  and  Mother  perceived!,  they  would  inflantly  get  it  from 
her,  fearing  flie  fliould  choak  herleif  with  it ;  fometimes  they 
were  much  troubled  to  get  it  from  her,  for  flie  wvbpid  be  very 
unwilling  to  part  with  ir ;  they  fhewtd  me  a  box  near  full  ot 
them  for  fhe  had  three  brouglrt:h<S:  p}[-ery  miglit during  twelve 
moneths ;  and  that  night  wiietr  l.  ;eajl  the  Devil  forth  of  her 
fee  had  two  brought  her  in  m^preferise hue  no  more  ever  af¬ 
terwards  5  alfo ’t was  obfervamf  ,  fhft  tfui  ing  the  time  that  I 
was  imployed  about  this  bufmefs,  'tlrere  v\  zs  feen  by  my  peo¬ 
ple  andfervants  three  Women  to  walk  albuc  the  Iioufe,and 
more  elpeci ally ,  near  the  Window  where  I  was  imployed, 
which  women  her  Father  did  judge  were  three  fufpetfeci 
witches,  who  had  fpake  fome  words,  and  were  afterwards  pro  •

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J  Jh  all  non>  proceed  to  Jet  forth  the  way  and  mannef 
how  I  dldcafl  forth  a  dumb  Spirit  out  of  one  who 
iv as  Pojjeffed,  as  folkwetb*  .  •  .K4  .il 


"Hat  which  confirmed  me  and  others  of  this  Maid  now  in 
queftion,  of  her  being  pofiefled  of  a  Dumb  Spirit-  was 
in  regard  that  fhe  could  not  fay  or  once  name  God,  Jefus 
Chrift,  nor  yet  endure  to  pray,  or  fufferany  one  elfe  either 
to  pray,  or  repeat  any  Sacred  words  or  expreffior.s,  but  that 
immediately  fbe  was  tormented,  and  fotnetimes  would  fall 
down  dead:  This  Spirit  would  not  anfwer  to  any  queftion 
a 5  the  other  fpeakirig  Devil  did,  not  yet  fuffiet  the  Maid: 

.In  her  fits  fhe  was  alwayes  dumb  and  filent,  her  fitsufually 
began  about  five  a  clock  in  the  morning,  and  lafted  four 
hours,  during  which  time  fhe  would  not  utter  one  word,  but 
world  fotnetimes  leap  about  with  her  arms  and  legs  like ,4 
Frog,  fotnetimes  fhe  would  play  cop-head,  over  and  over  ? 
fotnetimes  with  all  the  plight  fhe  had,  fhe  wouldknock  her  , 
head  againft  the  Beds-poft  or  Wall,  which  was  neareft.* 
Alfo  being  in  a  Chamber  fhe  would  drive  to  get  to  the  flairs 
that  fo  fhe  might  through  her  felf  down.  Now  the  way 
which  I  ufed  to  caft  forth  this  dumb  Spirit,  was  as  follow- 
erh,  In  the  firft  place  the  room  being  made  fo  clofe  as  I 
could  with  conveniency,  I  made  a  fume  of  fuch  folary  in¬ 
gredients  as  is  before  exprefted  ;  which  fume  I  continued  all 
the  time  I  was  in  this  action  :  the  time  which  I  took  to  caft 
forth  this  dumb  Spirit,  or  Devil,  was  between  the  hours  of 
nine  and  twelve  a  clock  upon  the  Sabbath  day  :  the  pray-  • 
ers  which  I  ufed,  was,according  unco  what  I  have  already 
related  in  rafting  forth  the  fpeaking  Spirit  ■,  and  Jikewife  I  oft 
repeated  the  lame  wayes  as  aforefaid.  Eutthis  dumb  Spirit 
would  not  come  forrh  until  the  third  Sabbath  day :  Notwith- 
ftanding,I  was  near  three  hours  every  time  in  action, &  during 
all  the  time  I  was  implyed  in  this  bufinefs, fhe  would  be  much  ■ 
afflicted  ;  upon  the  third  Sabbath  day  between  the  hours  afore-  : 
laid,  this  dumb  Spirit  came  forth  in  a  kind  of  yomir,  no  fhape.  , 
or  form  of  any  thing  appearing,  after  which,  by  dyet  drink 
and  oyfftinent  made  of  Planetary  herbs,  antipathetical  to 
the  afflicting  Planet  -,  fhe  was  loon  recovered  and  never  had 
any  more  fits  after  the  third  Sabath  day  before  mentioned.  ;• 
Note,  That  dumb  Spirits  are  far  more  difficult  to  be  caft  forth  i- 
than  rhofe  which  fpeake :  and  that  was  the  only  reafon 
f  l  took  the  benefit  of  thofe  hours,  upon  each  Sabbath 
f  dayj 
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i  day,  it  being  the  ufual  hours  of  Prayer  in  all  Churches,  and 

I  Congregations.  > 

[  I  know  there  are  fome  foolifh  people,  who  being  ignorant  of 
i  the  Scripture,  that  do,  and  will  judge  unrighteouifjy  concern¬ 
ing  this  great  Work,  unlefs  they  are  convinced, and  truly  I  need 
f  notufeany  other  arguments  then  what  we  find  written  by 
|  the  holy  Evangelifts  and  Apoftles,  as  firft,  the  anfwer  of  our 
Blefled  Saviour  to  t\\efews,i%  is  before  mentioned.  Second¬ 
ly,  we  find  that  our  Saviour  gave  that  efpecial  gift  unto  his 
Apoftles  and  Difciplesj  and  without  quefti on  unto  all  other 

*  believing  Chriftians,  who  may  through  ftrengthof  Faith  do 
if,  asappeareth  in  Mark Chap.  1 6.  ver.  17.  And  when  the 
Apoftles  told  our  Stoiour that  they  did  forbid  fome  who  did 
undertake  to  do  it,  our  Saviour  faid,  forbid  them  not,  &c. 
But  unro  fuch  who  prefume  to  do  it  who  wanted  Faith  and  did 
trot  Believe :  nay,  although  they  ufed  the  very  words  of  the  A- 
poftlcs,  yet  the  Devil  would  not  obey,  nor  yet  be  command, 
ed  forth  by  them  .•  as  you  may  find  in  the  19.  Chap,  of  the 
<A£ls  of  the  Apoft'es,  there  you  fhall  find,  that  one  Sevah  a 
Jew  had  feven  Sons  who  were  exorcifts,  or  Conjurers.thefe 
following  Paul  and  the  Apoftles,  and  hearing  tie  words 
which  they  ufed,  allayed  to  do  the  like,  prefuming  to  call 
forth  a  D«vil  out  of  one  who  was  pofieft,  faying,  I  adjure  you 
by  Jefus,  whom  Paul  Preachethto  come  forth,  but  the  evil  Spi-  , 

,  rit  anfwered  and  tod,  Jefus  I  fnow,  and  Paul  Iknow,  but  who 
are  ye  ?  and  the  man  in  whom  the  evil  Spirit  was,  fell  upon  them, 
heat  them  andtore  all  the  cloathes  from  their  backs ,  and  with¬ 
out  queftion  put  them  into  a  great  fright,  for  we  find,  that 
they  all  feven  ran  out  of  the  houfe  wounded,  and  naked, and 

*  glad  (I  warrant  you;  that  they  efcaped  fo,  this  aft  of  theirs 

•  was  noifed  abroad  ,  and  aifo  known  throughout  all  the  City 
of  Ephefus,  and  fear  fell  on  them  all,  infotnucli,  that  I  believe 
never  any  Jew  drfft  to  at  tempt  any  fuch  thing  afterwards  un¬ 
to  this  day ;  for  St.  Mark,  faith  plainly,  Theft  Signer  fall  only 
follow  thofe  that  believe  in  Chrifi  Jefus  y  in  his  name  fhall  they 

•  caft  out  Devils  j  wherefore,  unto  thoie  who  believe  not  in 
'  Chrift  Jefus,  it  plainly  appears  they  fhall  not  doit.  And 

vvhofoever  doth,  or  fhall  undertake  thisbufinefs,  lus  faith  and 
belief  muft  be  ftrong  without  doubting,  otherwife  he  may 
'  fail  in  the  performance,  for  although  fome  ceremonies  may 
I  be  ufed  herein  as  I  have  before  related,  yet  without  Gods  ef- 
1  pecial  bleffing  upon  die  words,  wayes,  and  means  ufed,  toge¬ 
ther  with  ftrengthof  Faith,  believing, 'no  man  can  prevail 
:  herein,  as  plainly  appeareth  by  thofe  feyen  Exorcifts,  or  Con¬ 
jurers  aforefaid.  *

'THCre  arc  three  kinds  of  Agues, fviz.  Qutidianf  Tertian,  and 
Quartans  of  all  which  kinds  1  have  Cured  many  :  And 
to  my  knowledge  and  beft  remembrance  I  never  failed  whef£ 

J  have  undertaken,  I  once  cured  a  Woman  who  had  a  Terti¬ 
an  Ague  nine  years,  being  brought  fo  low  therewith,  that  fh'e 
was  not  able  to  go  without  help,1,  fliC  had  without  queftfon 
sts  flie"  fold  me,  taken  many  things  for  it,  but  without  fuccefs. 

I  find  there  are  many  receipts  by  Authors  fet  forth  in  Printout 
I  could  never  find  any  certainty  in  them  :  I  dare  fay,  there 
afe  fo  many  wayes  invented  for  the  curing  of  Agnes,  as  there 
are  people  fick  of  them  :  there  can  be  no  certainty  in  curing 
any  of  thefe  kinds  of  Agues,  or  daily  fits,  or  griefs  ,  except 
i‘t  be  done  by  the  P  ules  of  A Sf rology,  for  many  reafons,  for 
fome  >are  ‘afflicted  under  the  Planet  Saturn,  and  then ’their  fit  s 
will  be.moft  of  cold  :  others  are  affiifted  Under  Mart,  and 
then  their  'fits  will  be  ttioft  of  heat :  and  fonieare  affiifted 
under  both  Planets,  viz.  Saturn ,  and  Mar's,  and  then  theif  fits 
will  be  never  equal  both  in  cold  and  heat.  Secondly,  fofiie* 
times  the  afflicting  Planets  are  weak  in  tile  Heavens,  and  fQme- 
tirces  ftrong,  which  muff  be  confidcred  in  the  cure  Thirdly , 
the  Age  and  Completion  of  the  Patient  muff  be  taken-, Notice 
of.  Laftly ,  you  muft  by  a  Firure  difeover  whether  any Witch* 
craft  or  Sorce  y  hath  been  wrought  upon  the  Patient,  or  from 
v/hat  natural  caufe  the  ficknefs  began  I  fhall  now  briefly 
difeover  the  reafon  of  each-kind  of  Ague,  or  Quotidian  Infir* 
rnity,  arid  then  fet  forth  the  way  of  cure  as  foljoweth,  I 
fhall  begin  with  the  Quotidian  Ague,  which  ufually  aflaultetl] 
the  Patient  daily,  near  one  and  the  fame. hour  ,  acwhichtime 
as  alfo  in  Tertians  and  Quartans  the  fick  ufually  is  troubled 
*Vith  wind  and  cold  watery  flegtnatick  matter  fetled  at 
the  ftomack,  which  at  the  fir  ft  beginning  of  the  fits  caufeth 
at  fhivering,  after  which  followeth  a  fevorifh  burning  hot 
fit;  alio  I  find,  that  not  only  the  Quotidian  Ague,  but-  alfo 
there  are  many  other  infirmities,  as  Appoplcxies,  Convul¬ 
sions,  Palpitations,  Rifings  in  the  Throat  and  Stoppings  at 
the  Brea  ft  and  Stomack  and  fome  kinds  of  Evils  which  j 
daily  begin  to  afflict  the  Patient  near  the  fame  hour:  Now 
vpon  observation  upon  all  thefe  kinds  of  daily  Agues  or  In¬ 
firmities  before  mentioi  ed  I  cor.ftantly  find,  that  the  Sign 
Amending,  at  or  near  the  beginning  of  each  fit,  together  with 

its ' 
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Its  Lords  doth  efcad'Iy  perfonate  the  Tick,  and  without  dou'A 
:%vas  their  proper  Afcendant  at  their  Birth,  by  vertue  of 
which  Afcendant,  together  with  the  fixth  and  twelfth  houfes , 
and  their  Lords  afflicted, I  always  diicovered  the  grief,  with 
ks  caufe  and  termination;  the  truth  is,  except  a  Figure  bib 
(et  for  either  the  time  of  Dccumbiture,  or  firft  fic,orfome 
other  ftrong.  fit,  there  can  be  no  true 'difeovery  made  from 
what  caufe  i  t  began,  and  if  the  trueicaitfe  be  not  known,  there 
can  be  no  certainty  ih  cure;  for  although  the  Moon  in  acute 
and  the  Sun  in  Chronicle  ficknefles  by  the  Planers  affiiding, 
doth  generally  difeover.  each  diftemper  with  its  caufe,  yet  in 
thefe  particular  infirmities  as  Quotidian  griefs  before  n  entio- 
ned,  I  find  by  experience,  that'  the  fits  have  conftantly  kept 
their  courfe,  and  have  been  very  fltong  when  neither  Sun  or 
Moon  have  been  afflided,  wherefore  it  appears,  that  th  fign 
or  Conftellation  under  which  the  Patient  was  born  (which 
Sign  we  ufually  call  the  AfcendanQ  doth  wholly  retied  upon 
the  Patient  both  at  .they  beginning  and  durance  of  theijf 
daily  fits  afOrefaid;;  and  truly  I  find  even  as  in  Quotidian 
Agues,  and  other  infirmities  aforefaid,  To  likewife  in  Evils* 
The  Afcendant  doth  ufually  perfonate  the  fide,  more  efpeci- 
ally  when  the  fits  are  vjfualiy  near  one  hour,  or  at  the 
time  when  the  Patient  undergoetli  any  firong  pain  or  tory 
ment  more  then  other ;  for  fuch  is'  thefubtilty  of  theDeviJ, 
that  he  knowing  each  bodies  Afcendant,  can  thereby  the  bet  ¬ 
ter  inftrud  the  Witch  how  to  frame  the  Image,  that  lo  it 
may  thereby  work  the  ftrongerupon  the,  Patient  when  the 
Sign  afeerdeth,  and  by  that  means  the  Witch  may  by  the 
rules  of  Aftrolog)  be  the  more  eafie  difeovered,  and  ofc- 
titnes  are  therehy  deteded,  for  its  well  known  unto  many, 
that  in  a  Philofophical  W3y  when  a  Talefman  is  framed  foe 
the  deftrudion  of  vermine,  as  inftance,  the  Scorp  oris ,  the 
V/ay  to  make  it  is  when  t he  Sign  Scorpio  Afcends,  t&c. 
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T He  Tertian  Ague  ufuaHy  keepeth  one  hour,  as  the  Quoti¬ 
dian  Ague  doth, only  there  is  one  days  refpite  betw«en, 
how  I  find,  that  in  Tertian ,  and  Quartan  Agues  the  Moon  is 
much  to  be  regarded,  for,  from  the  time  of  the  firft  fit, 
which  may  probably  be  called  the  time  of  decumbiture , 
The  place  of  the  Arson  in  the  Zodiacli  mufl  beobferved,  and 
To  by  account  according  unto  th,e  Critical  Figure  of  fixteen 
equal  parts  (/vhat  the  Critical  Figure  is,  and  how  framed, 

I  have  (hewed  more  at  large  elfewhere)  eachfit  doth  anfwer 
unto  the  Intercedental,  Judical,  and  Critical  dayes  and  times, 
and  fo  the  fecond  fit  maketh  the  Intercedental  time;  the 
third  fit  the  Judical  time,  the  fourth,  the  fecond  Interceden¬ 
tal  time,  the  fifth  the  Crfis ,  and  foypumaygo  round  the 
Zodiacl after  which  the  griefis  Chronick,  and  may  unhap¬ 
pily  continue  a  long  time,  if  not  cured.  Note,  that  notwith - 
iftanding  by  account,  according  unto  the  Critical  figure,  of 
kS  equal  parts  there  is  but  2 1.  deg  30.  min.  allotted  for  two 
dayes  motion  of  the  Moon,  whereas  ufually  fhe  moveth  24.

ed.  and  yet  not  miftrufied,  and  were  there  no  wayes  to 
aftiift  them,  there  could  be'  no  cure  wrought  upon  fuch  whom 
they  daily  .vifit.l  or  areimployed  as  tenders  upon  :  For  by 
their  Wretched  ways,  they  would  foon  infeCt' them  'again  7 
Example,  Once  a  Friend  and  Neighbour  of  mine,  after  fhe 
was  delivered  of  her  Child  fell  into  ft  range  fits,  whereupon, 
fo:ne  thouglit  fhe  had  taken  great  cold,  others  thought,  fome 
one  thing  and  fome  another,  at  length  her  firs  grew  fo  ftrong, 
and  the  Woman  fo  weak,  that  her  Husband  thought  at  every 
fit  fh'e  would  have  departed,  whereupon,,  he  was-advifed  to 
unto  me;  but  to  ptevcW  his  Coming,  the  Tender  of 
Nurfe  being  aiuftyyou  gHuffie  Would  needs  perfwade  him 
to  fend  her  with  the  Water,  which  he  did,  at  her  firft  coming 
fhe  feemed  to  be  very  merry  and  jocund  alwayes  laughing, 
I  askt  her  why  fhe  was  fo  merry,  confidering  her  Dame  was  fb 
bad,  (fee  told  me  for  no  harm’,  I  believe  fhe  thought  to  hare 
fooled  me ,  as  fhe  had  done  others  (four  flie  was  greatly  mifta- 
ken)  for  having  viewed  the  Urine,  1  demanded  of  her  to

to  me  on  purpofe  to  know  the. truth,  why  none  but

ally  when-  the  original  of  the  fits,  either  of  Agues 
or  other  Huotdian  infirmities  before  mentioned ,  be 

from  Sorcery,  or  Witchcraft,  for  then  in  the  firft  place,, 
you  muft  by  the  rules  beforegoing  indeavour  fro  .  afflict 
the  Witch,  otherwife  fhe  will  continually .  renew  ..  the- 
grief  fo  faft  as  you  cure,  more  efpecially. -where  the 
Witch  is  not  fufpetfed.  Secondly,  you  muft  be  careful- 
that  fuch  herbs  which  arc  ufed  for  the  Cure,  be  gathered 
at  the  right  Planetary  hours,  with  the  numbers  of  , 

herbs  according  as  they  are  attributed  unto  each 
,  Planet:  what  herbs  are  to  be  ufed  herein,  together  , 
with  the  time  of  gathering,  adminiftring,  and; 
the  numbers  of  herbs'  ar,e  let  down  elfewhere.

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longc  continuance  Fifthly,  to  caufe  the  Patient  to  wear  one 
or  more  Solary  Plants:  The  way  which  I  alwayes  ufed,  is  as 
followeth,  having  by  the  Figure  found  under  what  Planet 
the  Parient  is  tnoft  affiifted,as  inftance  Mars,  then  take  herbs 
under  Venus ;  if  under  Saturn ,  then  take  herbs  under  Jupiter  \ 
if  both  Saturn  and  Mars  afflift,  as  fometimes  ’twill  fall  out, 
then  let  your  herbs  be  under  Jupiter  and  Venus ;  but  if  Saturn 
and  Mars  be  ftrongin  the  Heavens,  and  more  ftrong  than  the 
fortunes  Jup her  and  Venus .  then  their  own  herbs  will  do  it- 
alwayes  provided,  that  one  of  the  fmalleft  numbers  of  herbs 
under  one  or  both  the  fortunes*  together  with  herbs  of  the 
Sun  be  ufed  together  with  the  reft  ■,  but  if  the  infortunes  be 
weak,  then  the  fmalleft  number  attributed  unto  them,  and  the 
greater  number  of  the  fortunes  together  with  a  feleft  number 
of  herbs  under  the  Sun  will  do  it,  for  the  Dyet-drink  you 
may  together  with  the  herbs,  aforefaid,  add  Raifons, Cur¬ 
rants,  Liquorifh,  Anifeed,  Sweet  fennel-feed,  or  Coryander- 
feed,  to  make  the  Dyet-drink  nutrative,  as  alfo  more  plea, 
fant and  good  to  expel  wind;  the  Dyet-drink  is  made  by 
way  of  decoftion  and  given  to  the  Patient  three  times  a 
day  vi%.  morning,  afternoon,  and  night:  I  have  cured  many 
only  by  Dyet-drink  and  herbs,  Ini  table  as  aforefaid,  laid  to 
the  hand-wrefts,  made  up  by  way  of  Cataplafm.*  The  herbs 
which  you  lay  to  the  hand-wrefts  muft  be  fhred  very  fmali 
and  pounded  in  a  Morter  with  RaifonS  and  white  Salty  you 
may  add  a  little  Fenny-Turpentine  to  make  it  hold  together, 
you  muft  ufe  the  quantity  of  two  walnuts,  it  muft  be  laid  on 
hot  and  bound  faft  to  the  hand-wreft ;  if  the  Patient  doth  not 
mend  after  one  or  two  fits  tryal,  then  yon  muft  give  the  Pa¬ 
tient  a  vomit,  juft  when  the  fit  doth  begin  as  followeth  :  Take 
one  dram  of  Stibium  more  or  lefs  according  unto  the  ftrength 
and  age  of  the  Patient,  beat  it  into  a  very  fine  powder  with  a 
Peftel  and  Morter,  then,  warm  a  quarter  of  a  pint  of  whire 
wine  and  put  the  powder  into  it,  keep  this  in  a  glafs  twenty 
four  hours  and  (hake  it  often,  and  when  the  Ague  is  ready  to 
come  put  forth  the  wine  into  fo  much  new  milk*  but  leave 
the  dregs  behind  and  give  it  the  Patient  blood  warrrie  and 
let  them  take  pofiet  drink  after  every  vomit,  if  the  Patient  , 
doth  not  .amend  after  one  or  two  fits  tryal,  then  you  muft 
let  the  patient  blood,  for  after  the  Patient  hath  been  affiifted 
above  a  Monech  ’twill  get  into  the  blood  alfo,  if  need  require 
you  muft  give  the  Patient  another  vomit  ,  more  efpecially, 
if  the  Ague  have  been  of  long  continuance,  and  I  have  fome*';

like;  for  then  the  dlftejnper  will  be  wholly  in  the  Animal 
and  vital  fpirits,  for  we  may  be  affored,  that  whatfoever  . 
the  external  or  internal  fences  do  compreherd,  which 
proceed  from  the  brain:  the  Vital  fpirits, ‘which  proceed¬ 
ed  from  the  heart  doth  immediately  put  into  a&ion  be  it 
mirth  or  forrow  ;  in  curing  thefe  kinds  of  madnefs,  you
